Major Gen. Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., commanding 
the 1st Division of the 2d Army Corps, cited 130 officers 
and men of the 28th Infantry, A.E.F., in July for “con- 
spicuous gallantry in action during the operations con- 
nected with the capture and defense of Cantigny from 
May 27 to 31,” according to the Associated Press. Col. 
Hanson E. Ely, commander of the regiment, was cited 
for “having displayed conspicuous gallantry in the hand- 
ling of troops, making quick decisions and preserving 
the mission of his regiment.” Lieut. Col. Robert J. 
Maxey, of Missoula, Mont., who was fatally wounded in 
the action and died a few days later, was cited for “hav- 
ing advanced with his first wave in the face of heavy 
shell and machine gun fire.’ Capt. John S. Manning, 
of Brooklyn, N.Y., whose death was announced later, 
was also cited for having displayed unusual coolness 
and disregard of danger under heavy artillery fire. Pvts. 
Edward C. Pitt, Clarence Fields and Fred D. Marshall, 
automatic riflemen, who received citations, were in a 
particularly exposed place and put an enemy machine 
gun out of action and killed six of its crew.

FORMER 7TH REGIMENT MEN IN BATTLE. 
The 7th Regiment Gazette for August publishes ex- 


tracts from a letter. received from Lieut. Morris Clark, 


formerly of Co. G, 7th Regiment, New York, but now 
of the 107th, doing duty in France. He says, in part: 
“We had been expecting an attack by the Germans for 
some time, and one morning at three o’clock théy started 
one and the battle lasted until seven o’clock. Fortunately 
for our company we were relieved from the extreme front 
line, which is only about 200 yards from the .Germans, 
and took our position in support several hundred yards 
in the rear. The company that relieved us had a num- 
ber of casualties. Just before the attack and while it 
was going on you never heard such a bombardment in 
your life. It sounded as if all Germany had turned 
loose on us. There was a very heavy dew and with the 
smoke from our artillery, you could see nothing except 
the flashes from the big guns. While the battle was 
going on the suspense was awful, as we did not know 
what minute the Germans might reach our line. How- 
ever, we were prepared for the worst, but they did not

get that far. They penetrated our front line on the 
right and for a few minutes occupied a small town where 
our battalion made its headquarters. Then they met 
their surprise. They thought from the heavy bombard- 
ment that our troops had evacuated the town, but on the 
contrary, they stayed in the dugouts until the shelling 
subsided and then came out. ‘Fhe Germans were in the 
town, but there was no giving in or going back by our 
troops. They were formed in skirmish line and soon tlhe 
Boches began to fall from the accurate fire of the Amer- 
ican riflemen. It was not long before they evacuated 
the town and realized that when they tackled Yankees 
they had some job on their hands. We had a number 
of casualties, mostly from shells, but our infantry, ma- 
chine guns and artillery piled the German dead in heaps. 
Our barbed wire was completely littered with German 
bodies. We found out after the battle that the Germans 
had sent over specially trained shock troops for the 
purpose of making raids on a large scale. ‘T'welve hun- 
dred of them came in advance while the balance, 800, 
were held in reserve. They attacked one part of our 
front occupied by two companies, or about 400 Ameri- 
cans. Of course, we suffered considerable loss, but noth- 
ing in comparison to that of the Germans. They were 
up to their usual game of coming over in massed forma- 
tion, and one of the boys who had been in the midst of 
it all, said: ‘Never be afraid of a German; they are a 
cinch ; I got tired killing them.’ He happened to be well 
hidden from view during the fight and fired 120 rounds, 
most of the shots finding their mark. The French told 
us they had not witnessed such a heavy bombardment 
since Verdun, and that the heroism displayed by the 
Americans was beyond all praise.” 
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FRENCH GENERALS PRAISE OUR TROOPS. 

Official praise for the work of our officers and men 
fighting in France continues to be recorded in the orders 
of the French army. General March referred to this in 
his review of the military situation on Aug. 17 (printed 
on another page of this issue) in which he specifically 
reterred to the order commending the 2d Artillery 
Brigade of the 2d Division, and Brig. Gen. Albert J. 
3owley, U.S.A., who is in command of the brigade. 

Fine Work of 42d Division. 

Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, U.S.A., commanding 
the 42d Division, National Guard (Rainbow), fighting 
in France, makes public orders from General Naulin, 
commanding the 21st Army Corps of France, and from 
General Duport, commanding the 6th Army Corps of 
France, praising in the highest’ terms the work of the 
division in battle. 

The orders issued by General Duport appeared in 
our issue of Aug. 10, page 1916. The order of General 
Naulin, is as follows: 
Headquarters 42d Division, American Expeditionary Force, 

July 20, 1918. 
Memorandum No. 242. 

The following order of the 2ist Army Corps is published: 

“21st Army Corps, Staff, Hq., July 19, 1918 
“GENERAL ORDER. 

“At the moment when the 42d American Division is on the 
point of leaving the 21st Army Corps, I desire to express my 
keen satisfaction and my sincere thanks for the services which 
it has rendered under all conditions. 

“By its valor, ardor and its spirit it has very particularly 
distinguished itself on July 15 and 16 in the course of the 
great battle where the 4th Army broke the German offensive on 
the Champagne front. 

“TIT am proud to have had it under my orders during this

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OUR TROOPS IN ENGLAND. 


Over English railroads in a country strange to them, 
and under unfamiliar conditions, American officers di- 
recting the transportation of troops to the front are mak- 
ing records to-day surpassing the best that has been 
done in the States,” says the Weekly Dispatch, of Lon- 
don, in describing the feeding and rail transport of the 
American Armies arriving in Europe. It continues: “On 
July 7 nineteen trains, with a total of 220 coaches, car- © 
ried 10,320 men from an American camp in six hours. 
Twenty-five thousand men have been entrained and trans 
ported from one town in less than five hours. Seventeen 
thousand were cleared from a port of debarkation one 
afternoon recently, and 7,000 or 8,000 followed the next 
morning. The entire lot had been moved to a rest camp, 
bathed, fed, entertained, freshened up generally and 
dumped down behind the lines five days later. Englisl® 
railway cars win high praise from American officers.

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SECRETARY BAKER ON ARMY UNIFICATION. 
The War Department’s viewpoint toward the unified 
Army was set forth by Secretary of War Baker during 
the recent hearings before the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs on the Man-Power bill in the course of 
a colloquy with Senator Reed, of Missouri. It was 
made clear that Senator Reed’s objection to the Army 
unification plan was chiefly due to his parochial inter- 
est in the Missouri National Guard, although he voiced 
a general objection to the manner in which the National 
Guard as a whole had been treated by the War Depart- 
ment and the Regular Army officers, declaring it had 
been their intention to break up the Guard. On the 
general point of the unification plan Mr. Baker said: 

“I would like to say that I am deeply disturbed and 
regretful that any Senator should have the feeling that 
the War Department has acted beyond the intention 
of Congress with regard to that policy, but I am per- 
fectly unshaken as to its wisdom. I think there can be 
no doubt, and my observation of it at home, at my desk, 
confirms it, that the Army abroad will welcome this 
abolition of that distinction, and I think it has not in 
any case a prejudicial effect upon the National Guard.” 

The discussion arose while Secretary Baker was giv- 
ing information to the members of the committee as to 
the regulations regarding the lowest age limit for giving 
commissions in the National Army which he stated 
had been originally fixed as twenty-one years, the same 
as was fixed by regulation for the Regular Army. One 
of the Senators pointed out that if youths of eighteen 
were drafted they would have to serve three years be- 
fore they could get a commission. Secretary Baker 
corrected this impression by stating that some time ago 
his attention was called to the fact that many young 
men who had volunteered before they were twenty-one 
Years of age “were rendering extremely distinguished 
Service on the battlefields of Europe, and that they were 
ineligible to go into training for officers, and I changed 
the rule with regard to men abroad, authorizing Gen- 
eral Pershing to designate into training camps for offi- 
cers any soldier in his Army there who, whatever his 
age, has shown efficient or especially meritorious con- 
duct.” 

In response to the inquiry as to “how do you get by 
the law as to Regulars?’ Mr. Baker stated that the 
law limited commissions in the Regular Army, but that 

' Commissions in the National Army, in the matter of the 
lowest age limit, were not fixed by law. To this Sena- 
- tor Thomas interjected the comment that the order for 
the unification of the Army (G.O. 75) had “abolished 
© the distinction.” Mr. Baker explained: “We have not 
) abolished the distinction entirely. The military hier- 
) archy in respect to the personnel of the officers in the 
gular Army remains. . . . Officers of the Regu- 

~ lar Army are permanent military officers of the United 
States and all those other commissions are temporary 
‘Commissions, lasting during the war, so that if a man 
Staduated from West Point as a second lieutenant and 
is promoted to a first lieutenancy in the Regular Army, 
given a captain’s commission in the National Army, 

he retains silently in disuse his commission as a first 
lieutenant in the Regular Army, and when there comes 
® vacancy in the captain’s roll in the Regular Army he 
fs Promoted go that; but in the meantime he may have 
| Betten to be a colonel in the National Army. His pro- 
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motion to a status in the Regular Army is preserved 
for all time.” 

Senator Reed at this point asked for information as 
to “this order wiping out all distinctions in the Army” 
to which Mr. Baker gave the following answer: “What 
has been attempted is to establish commissions in the 
Army of the United States and to make all temporary 
commissions of the same character. That is to say, there 
is no legal authority to abolish the Regular Army com- 
missions, and those will continue to be issued to Regu- 
lar Army officers in the manner I describe, but all other 
commissions, whether Regular Army commissions or 
commissions to places of higher grade than their Regu- 
lar Army status, National Guard officers, National 
Army commissions, Reserve officers, will all be the same. 
They will be commissioned in the United States Army. 
They are all temporary and will last for the duration 
of the war.” 

Status of the National Guard. 


That this would wipe out the National Guard com- 
pletely was Senator Reed’s declaration, to which Mr. 
Baker replied: “That is not fair to say because the Na- 
tional Guard was wiped out before; it has been drafted 
into the Federal Service.” Mr. Reed declared that was 
just the point he disputed. “I dispute the authority 
and the right to do it,” he maintained, adding, “I do 
not know where you get the legal right to do that._and 
I would like to have some one tell me.” 

“I think I can do that,” replied Mr. Baker. “The 
National Guard of the United States consists, under the 
Hay-Chamberlain bill of two or three years ago, of the 
Federalized Militia of the several states, organized and 
Federalized, and they remain state troops, and the 
President can call them’ into the service of the United 
States, as he did during the Mexican border difficulty, 
and they remain National Guard troops. But 
when we went into this war the Congress passed an 
act which authorized the President to draft the Na- 
tional Guard into the Federal Service and when that 
law was put into operation and the President did draft 
them they were released from their relation to the state 
as state soldiers and became drafted men, and have 
exactly the same legal status as the men who came in by 
the selective draft system.” 

“There is not a man in Congress who understood that, 
if that is the effect of the law,” declared Mr. Reed. 
“They intended to give the President the right to abso- 
lutely call these men into the Army, but they intended 
to preserve the organization, and I think I can demon- 
strate that in two or three minutes, if you will give me 
your attention. My patience is seriously tried 
by this treatment of the National Guard.” 

The Senator then read into the Record Sections 111 
and 112 of the National Defense Act (relating to the 
National Guard when drafted into Federal service and 
the rights to pensions) and the provision in the Selec- 
tive Service Act relating to the power given to the 
President to draft the men of the National Guard into 
the military service of the United States. The last pro- 
viso of this section reads: “That when so drafted the 
organizations or units of the National Guard shall, so 
far as practicable, retain the state designations of their 
respective organizations.” Secretary Baker interjected 
“As far as practicable” and Mr. Reed continued: “Of 
course, if you take that phrase, ‘as far as practicable,’ 
and wipe it out and say ‘we do not just believe that 
this is the best thing to do and we will not do it,’ then 
Congress would better never put any more clauses of 
that kind in bills. This thing was hotly contested, and 
I can not sce the justification for a sweeping order that 
wipes out all this clause of the law absolutely. If that 
is necessary and you would come here and say that it 
is necessary, I do not know but that I would vote for 
it, but I do not like to see statutes annulled in that 
way.” 

Mr. Baker denied it was an annulment of the stat- 
ute. He said he had talked this matter over with sey- 
eral members of Congress six months ago when the feel- 
ing about the preservation of the National Guard was 
very strong and “the question of the preservation of as 
much as could be preserved without weakening the force 
was a thing we were all aiming at.” He continued: 
“This Army has now gone over there, and no one in 
France knows the difference between a National Guards- 
man and a Regular Army soldier and a drafted man. 
They all fight alike, and they cie with equal readiness 
and courage, so that the distinction- has ceased to be, 
and recognition of existing sentiment has become a 
mere reminiscence, while the preservation of the out- 
ward marks of it is an embarrassment and weakens the 
morale of the force.” 

The Senator declared Mr. Baker’s statements “ate 
each other up,” but the Secretary of War maintained 
they were perfectly easy to reconcile. In spite of the 
fact that the divisions stand side by side and fight side 
by side with the same gallantry, Mr. Baker said, “yet 
there is a constant question whether the promotion of 
officers is not retarded because they belong to one or the 
other of those branches of the Service or origins of 
Service. There is a constant feeling on the part of the 
men that if they have National Army on their collar 
they will not be promoted as rapidly as though they had 
National Guard, and that if they have National Guard 
they will not be promoted as rapidly as if they had 
Regular Army, and in amalgamating that force and 
making a unit of it it seems better to do away with 
these outward marks of distinction.” 

Senator Reed then declared that the National Guard 
was broken up “deliberately, intentionally, because you 
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thought it was the best thing to do,” that the policy was 
decided upon “before a single troop sailed for France,” 
and yet the order for the unification of the Army was 
issued on Aug. 7 “because it has been found on the 
front necessary out of experience.” He pointed out that 
the members of the Guard had enlisted in the states 
“for terms of enlistment, either four or six years, I 
have forgotten which, and they will have to go back to 
that enlistment at the end of the war if the war ends 
sooner than six years.” Mr. Baker said he did not 
think so and he disagreed with Mr. Reed’s contention 
that the men would then constitute the National Guard 
since they would be discharged by act of Congress. Mr. 
Reed declared “the War Department is guilty of gross 
2buse of power when it does this thing; I do not think 
it has any right to do it; I think if you want to do it,, 
if it is necessary to do it, you ought to come to Con- 
gress and ask us.” Mr. Baker said to the Senator that 
if he could be aware of the superior effectiveness of a 
force which feels itself one institution “you would recog- 
nize the propriety of the action which the War Depart- 
ment has taken.” On which this-dialogue followed: 

Senator Reed: “I know where you get that idea, of 
course. There is not a Regular Army officer who has 
ever gone through West Point that did- not come out 
with the idea that the right way to get soldiers is to 
get them by a draft, and the right way to have the 
Army is to have the Army in that way under his par-: 
ticular individual command, with the power of life and 
death over every man in it.” 

Secretary Baker: “But, Senator, your argument is 
almost conclusive against you. The Regular Army under 
this order ceases to be a corps d’elite. It becomes now 
simply a. part of the Army of the United States. If 
there is any question of anyone’s giving up any right or 
privilege, it is the Regular Army. giving up the privi- 
lege which you assume it has arrogated-to itself.” 

Senator Reed: “It knows very well that-as.long as it 
retains its organization it will not give up any privi- 
lege, because the Regular Army officers will take care 
of the Regular Army men. There is no question about 
that.” 
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ArMy OFFICERS’ TRAINING SCHOOLS. 

The news from the Infantry Officers’ Training Schools 
is that the progress of the student candidates has been 
so marked that the success of the system of Central 
Training Schools is assured. Without attempting to 
foreshadow results in the present schocls it may be said 
that the percentsge of candidates who give promise of 
winning thcir commissions handsomely seems now to be 
higher than at any previous camp. This fact is at- 
tributed to two causes. First, the candidates from the 
Army have had longer time in camps than their prede- 
cessors had when they entered the schools; and second, 
the concentration of experienced training officers in the 
central camps has given a degre of homegencity to the 
instruction that hitherto has been wholly lacking. The 
success of the schools has proven that in every way the 
present plan is better than the former method and that 
these schools are likely to be extended for the purpose 
of training the very large number of officers that must 
be made ready fdr the new Army that is to be placed 
in France before next July. The system for the central 
schools for Engineers, Field and Coast Artillery and 
other branches is not quite the same as that of the In- 
fantry camps, where classes are formed and graduated 
in a large body. The Engineers and Artillery Schools 
are graduating som: students each week, but. orders 
prevent the inflow of new men to take the places of 
those who thus leave the camps. There is great need 
of developing these schools to the limit. Field Artillery 
is so much in need of officers and enlisted men that. it 
was found necessary to break up the fifteen regiments 
of Cavalry to form the bases of thirty regiments of Ar- 
tillery. The object of the order limiting the inflow of 
new students apparently is to cut off the rush of men 
within the expected extension of the draft ages so that 
all coming from that source into the Army may have 
equal chance in winning commissions. « 





ENLARGING Fiyrne FIELD AREAS. 

For the extension of instruction in gunnery and in 
order that more flyers may be trained on this side of the 
Atlantic, the Division of Military Aeronautics, on the 
approval of the Secretagy of War, is now leasing land 
for target practice near the larger flying fields. A tract 
of 10,000 acres has just been leased outside of Fort 
Worth, Texas, and not far from Taliaferro, Barron, and 
Carruthers Fields. Within a few miles of Hazelhurst 
Field, Mineola, Long Island, and fronting on the South 
shore, another tract of 750 acres has been leased at 
Wantaugh, known as Lufbery Field, and additional 
marshy land is being secured. A piece of fifty and one- 
half acres, adjoining Mineola Field, has been leased and 
has been leveled for a drill and exercise ground. 





Macuine GuN Propuction Passes 100,000. 

The United States has passed the 100,000 mark in the 
production of machine guns. The Ordnance Department 
of the Army. announced on Aug. 18 that 108,973 ma- 
chine guns of all types have been inspected and accepted 
since the country entered the war. The figures are up 
to and including Aug. 10. Of this number, 30,226 are 
Brownings—11,187 of the heavy type gun, 19,039 of the 
light automatic rifles. In the week ending Aug. 10 6,228 
machine guns of all types were inspected and accepted. 
In this week 1,354 heavy Brownings and 2,035 light 
Brownings were accepted by the ordnance inspectors, + 
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Recorps ror Rirte SHooTrine EXCEEDED. ‘ 
Reports received by .the Navy Department show that- 
during the week ending Aug. 17 the practice om the’ 
Navy rifle ranges, by.Navy men, exceeded all previous 
records for efficiency. On. the twelve -ranges.located . at 
Camp Logan, Ill.; Great Lakes, Ill.; Wakefield, Mass. ; 
Peekskill, N.Y.; Philadelphia, Pa.;- Camp May, N.J-; 
Annapolis, Md.; Glen Burnie, Md.,. Virginia Beach, 
Va.; Mount Pleasant, S.C.; San Pedro, Cal., and Rum- 
ford, R.I., operating 661 targets, 74,714 twenty-shot 
courses were fired giving an average of 113 per cent. in 
range efficiency. One hundred per cent. in range effi- 
ciency means the full use of all targets during normal 
shooting hours. Over 100 per cent. efficiency is ob- 
tained by using the ranges without intermission during 
the meal hours and until darkness. The Navy rifle 
range at Peekskill, N.Y., led the field with 141 per cent. 
The other ranges with over 100 per cent. range effi 
ciency were: Virginia Beach, Va., 124 ner cent. ; Mount 
Pleasant, S.C., 123 per cent.; Glen Burnie, Md., 122 
yer cent.; Annapolis, Md., 121 per cent.; Cape May, 
i.J., 116 per cent.; and Camp Logan, IIL, 108 per 
cent. The previous week’s average range efficiency was 
1.01 per cent. One million six hundred and eleven 
thousand rounds of ammunition were expended in prac- 
tice during the week; a gain of more than ,000 
rounds over any previous week. -Navy qualifications 
during the week were 2.274 marksmen, 1,079 sharp- 
shooters and 633 expert riflemen. During the year the 
Navy qualifications aggregate 35,143 marksmen, 14,559 
sharpshooters and 6,638 expert riflemen. In addition to 
men of the Navy and Marine Corps the Navy ranges are 
open to all the branches of the United States service, to 
state troops and to all citizens liable to the draft. The 
present ranges are being considerably enlarged and new 
ranges are being established at Newport, R.I.; New 
Haven, Conn.; Caldwell, N.J.; Puget Sound, Wash., 
and San Diego, Cal. All Navy ranges are manned by 
regular forces of operators with an instructor at each 
firing point and a permanent force to provide arrange- 
ments for quarters, camping and messing. This system 
has been developed since the beginning of the war, and 
now every center of naval activities is being provided 
with ranges for rifle, pistol and mhachine gun practice. 
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Recorps or Sick AND CASUALTIES. 

Secretary of War Baker said on Aug. 16: “I went to 
the Surgeon General's Office to-day to look into the daily 
reports from the European hospitals on the sick and 
wounded, with a view to having them carded, catalogued 
and tabulated so that the most instant information can 
be given to all who inquire about friends abroad. The 
reports will come in weekly from France, by courier. 
The information will be available through The Adjutant 
General.” The Committee on Public Information makes 
the following announcement: There will be no delay in 
the private notification of the next of kin of officers and 
men reported in the daily casualty lists because of the 
changed system of public announcement of casualties. 
As soon as it is possible to compare the names, which 
are reported by cable to The Adjutant General's Office, 
with the card indexed catalog at the Statistical Division, 
the usual private telegraphic notification will be made 
to relatives. There will be a delay of from three to five 
days in the public announcements of casualties in the 
daily press. This was made necessary when the several 
press associations of the country notified the War De- 
partment that the transmission by them of the recently 
enlarged casualty lists so interfered with the transmis- 
sion of other war news that there was danger of seri- 
ously deferring either one or the other and the Com- 
mittee on Public Information was requested to devise a 
means of independent delivery to the press. To meet the 
emergency the Postmaster General accepted the respon- 
sibility of transmitting the complete casualty lists daily 
by telegraph across the Continent. The country was 
divided into three zones, centering at Washington, Chi- 
cago, and San Francisco. At these points the complete 
casualty lists are now being duplicated and mailed to 
every daily newspaper. To prevent unequal press com- 
petition the lists are sent subject to release dates. The 
newspapers are under pledge to make no-use of the in- 
formation contained in these lists prior to the release 
notice dates. 
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UNIFORM FOR CIVILIANS ENGAGED IN CAMP ACTIVITIES, 

The Secretary of War has issued the following in- 
structions to commanders of all camps, cantonments, de- 
partments and chiefs of all bureaus: “You are advised 
that the American Red Cross, the Commission on Train- 
ing Camp Activities, the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, the Knights of Columbus, the Jewish Welfare 

ard, the American Library Association, the American 
Red Star Animal Relief, and Mr. Pew, office of the Sec- 
retary of War, have been informed that the Secretary 
of War has authorized civilian organizations having au- 
thorized representatives engaged in camp activities to 
adopt, subject to his approval, suitable uniforms for 
wear in camps and cantonments in this country, the uni- 
form in each case to be distinctly different in color, 
pattern and insignia from the Army uniform and to be 
worn only while on duty with troops or in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of the camp or cagtonment to which they 
are assigned. When a uniform Shall have been adopted 
by any organization the specifications will be submitted, 
through The Adjutant General of the Army, for the 
approval of the Secretary of War. Those civilian rep- 
resentatives not wearing uniforms will be required to 
wear while in camp a white brassard five inches wide, 
midway between the elbow and shoulder with lettering 
or design showing line of activities in which engaged. 
You will inform all under your control.” 
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Rvutine on War Surriy Contracts. 

The President has agreed with the Secretary of War 
that the covenant to be inserted in all war supply con- 
tracts against the operations of contract brokers and 
other legitimate business agents shall not be used in 
such a way as to be harmful to long established business 
customs or to curtail industry. In accordance with this 
agreement ‘> General Staff has ruled that exceptions to 
the coven. will be allowed only in classes of caseg 
first authorized by the Superior Board of Contract Re- 
view after finding that the best interests of the Govern- 
ment require such exceptions. ‘The first — of the

RESEARCH AND SPECIFICATION Brancu, Q.M.C. 

The Quartermaster Corps announces the establish- 
ment of a new branch in the Clothing and Equipage Di- 
vision, which is to be known as the Research and Speci- 
fication Branch. This branch will connect the pro- 
curement of supplies with their consumption and actual 
use, and will also pass on all specifications submitted by 
procurement officers. It is intended that this branch 
shall keep in touch with the actual consumption of sup- 
plies furnished by the Clothing and Equipage i)ivision, 
and all the camps and various. reclamation depots 
will be visited by representatives of the branch, in order 
te make certain that the supplies furnished are adapted 
to the use to which they are put, and are of the proper 
quality. _ The _new branch will investigate all sugges- 
tions, will examine into the various supplies and de- 
termine whether they are of suitable quality, and will 
pass on all specifications submitted by the division to 
Equipment Board. No departure from specifications in 
case of emergency will be made without the approval of 
the Research and Specifications Branch. The estabiish- 
ment of this branch is expected to prove of great value 
not only to the Quartermaster Corps, but also to the 
manufacturers and contractors who are supplying equip- 
ment for the Army. 
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ENROLMENTS FOR VOLUNTEER MeEpicaL Service Corps. 

With the object of expediting plans for the enrolment 
‘of physicians in .the reorganized Volunteer Medical Ser- 
vice Corps meetings of the state committees, medical 
section, Council of National Defense, in several states 
have been called for Aug. 22 and Aug. 29, “at the most 


central and accessible place in the state,” for the pur- 
pose of enlarging the state committees to handle the 
active campaign for the corps; to arrange for the ap- 
pointment of a representative in each county and to 
acquaint the state and county representatives with the 
details of the i corps. The campaign is to 
be launched at once because many members of the medi- 
cal profession net now in the Service are anxious to be 
enrolled as volunteers for the Medical Department of 
the Army before the registration under the new draft 
law taking men up to and including the age of forty- 
five goes into effect. The importance of the work, and 
the fact that it relates to the entire medical profession 
necessitates the enlargement of the state executive com- 
mittees. These committees are being asked to hold 
regular meetings eyery other Sunday, beginning Sept. 8, 
at which time reports of county representatives will be 
received and consideratien of application blanks will 
take place.

Pcre Wueat Breap ror A.E.F. 

The American Army in France is getting good soft 
bread, made from pure wheat flour. There are several 
reasons why it is not advisable to carry out the wheat- 
saving substitute rule in bread baking overseas. Field 
bakers must work swiftly, and cannot afford to experi- 
ment with new flour mixtures. Every effort is made by 
the Subsistence Division of the Quartermaster Corps to 
give these bakers the best material possible, and_to 
make the baking process simple and standard. Our 
troops in the United States have been getting the pre- 
scribed amount of substitutes in their bread, and it has 
proved satisfactory. Here, bakers are definitely located 
and ean easily work out mixtures that will produce good 
bread. The daily ration for soldiers of the A.E.F. is 
eighteen ounces of wheat flour for soft bread. This has 
proved to be more than enough, and a reduction to six- 
teen ounces per day is now under consideration. The 
Army supply of flour at this time is 100 per cent. abund- 
ant at every place along the line, from the mills to the 
battle lines in France. Every requirement for flour, 
— for domestic and overseas consumption, is being 
me 
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RESERVE RATION FOR THE TRENCHES. 

A special reserve ration for use in the trenches and 
under first line conditions in France has been worked 
out, after careful study, by the Subsistence Division of 
the Quartermaster Corps. The ration is being packed 
in camouflaged galvanized iron tins, each container 
holding twenty-five rations and weighing about 107 
pounds. It consists of hard bread, corn beef, corn beef 
hash, roast beef, salmon, sardines, soluble coffee, sugar, 
salt, and the necessary can openers. The package is 
hermetically sealed, each container being subjected to 
water and air pressure before being accepted. ‘This 
rigid precaution is taken to safeguard the food therein 
against poisoning in gas attacks. The reserve ration, 
as the name implies, is used only in emergencies, as 
every effort is made to Gr the men in the trenches hot, 
freshly cooked food. en this is not possible, the 
reserve ration will guarantee palatable food, at least. 
Special care is taken in the manufacture of this ration 
to see that only food of the highest quality enters into 
its composition. 
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GERMAN AND BritTisn CASUALTIES. 

The total of German losses from the beginning of the 
war to the end of July, 1918, are understood to be 6,- 
000,000, according to estimates published in Paris on 
Aug. 16. The figures include 1,400,000 killed up to the 
beginning of the German offensive last March. From 
March 27 to June 17 the Germans are said to have lost 
120,000 in killed alone. On the same day Lord North- 
cliffe made a speech in London, in the course of which 
he rg + 8 denounced the British censorship, contrast- 
ing it unfavorably with the American censorship, and 
declaring Great Britain had been carrying on a private 
war, whereas America was conducting a public one, 
He declared Great Britain and her dominions had, up 
to now, 900,000 dead and, last year alone, 800,000 cas- 
ualties, and he said he saw no reason why these facts 
should concealed from the world, which, owing to 
‘huggermugger of the censorship, has 





never been able to get an adequate idea of Great Brit 
ain’s efforts or sacrifices.

AGRICULTURAL FURLoUGH PROCEDURE. — 





On account of numerous inquiries as to the proceduré © 


to be followed to obtain the services of enlisted soldiers 
on special furloughs to help gather fall crops, the War 
Department states the procedure to be followed in ‘se- 
curing agricultural furlough is. as follows: The soldier 
himself may make application to his commanding offi- 
cer for pérmission to return to the farm, or his rela- 
tives (or the person interested) may make application 
for his return on forms provided for that purpose, 


through the local board where the man is registered. 
The local board, after. approving the application, will 
forward it to <he commanding officer of the camp where 
the soldier is stationed: If approved: by the commanding 
officer, he will issue the necessary furlough order, direct- 


ing that the man be returned to agriculture.

Liqvor BARRED FROM NAVAL ZONES. 

A general order has been issued by Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels prohibiting the selling or serving of in- 
toxicating liquors to officers or enlisted men of the 
Navy, in addition to the regulations previously issued 
covering restricted zones around naval camps and sta- 
tions. It contains the following provision: “Outside of 
said zones alcoholic liquor, including beer, ale, and wine, 
either alone or with any other article, shall not, directly 
or indirectly, be sold, bartered, given, served, or know- 
ingly delivered to any officer or member of the naval 
forces within the United States, their territories or 
possessions, or any place under their control, except 
when administered for medical purposes by or under 
the direction of a regularly licensed physician or medi- 
cal officer of the United States.” 
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LAUNDRIES FOR CAMPS AND CANTON MENTS. 

Laundries are to be provided in all of the principal 
camps and cantonments. The average cost of each will 
be $150,000. The expenditure of $5,754,990 for this 
purpose has been authorized. The work will be done. by 
the Construction Division. Power to operate the laun- 
dries will be supplied by special power houses which will 
be erected at the same time. The buildings in each 
of the larger camps will cost $176,000 while $130,688 is 

rovided for each of the smaller camps. Instructions 
ave been issued to proceed with the work at the fol- 
lowing camps: Johnston, Sevier, MacArthur, Las Casas, 
Devens, Gordon, Dodge, Grant, Pike, Taylor, Greene, 
Hancock, Shelby, Sheridan, Beauregard, Wadsworth, 
McClellan, Meigs, Mills and Forts Wright and Terry. 
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TRAINING ScHoots ror Rapro Work. 

Training schools for radio work have been established 
by the Division of Military Aeronautics at West Point, 
Ky., and Camp McClellan, Ala., Field Artillery Firing 
Centers, and instruction work along these lines will 
eventually be extended to Fort Sill, Oka., and Camp 
Jackson, 8.C., and also to Field Artillery Firing Cen- 
ters where observation schools of the Division of Mili- 
tary Aeronautics are now working in co-operation with 
the Artillery branch of the Service. These are only a 
few of the first steps in co-ordination that are now being 
instituted by the different branches of the Service in- 
the camps of this country. Heretofore advance school- 
ing was to be obtained only when the American troops 
reached France. 
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Meat ABSTINENCE OBLIGATION REMOVED, 

The War Department authorizes the following state 
ment from the Catholic chaplains of the Army and 
Navy: In order that all doubt as to the obligation of 
abstinence on Fridays might be removed from the minds 
of the Catholic soldiers and sailors of the United States 
forces, it is requested that the following announcement 
be brought to the attention of those whom it may con- 
cern: All Catholics in the Army and Navy of the United 
States, whether serving in America or abroad, are dis- 
pensed, as long as they remain in military service, from 
the obligation of abstaining from flesh meats on all Fri- 
days throughout the year, with the sole exception of 
Good Friday. Catholic nurses also are dispensed. * 











AVIATION BomBING FIELD AT ELLINGTON. 

Six new steel hangars, costing between $9,000 and 
$11,000 each, are being constructed at Ellington Field, 
one of the Gunnery Schools of the Air Service, at Hous 
ton, Texas. ‘The new hangars will be used in connec- 
tion with work in bombing which is soon to be started, 
Three hundred and thirty-three acres of-land near Elling- 
ton Field have been secured for the bombing field. Troop 
labor is being used in the construction work. Beside 
the main field known as Ellington, there are five auxik 
iary fields near Houston, all of which are used in the’ 
training of flyers. New extensions include the utiliza 
tion of land at Park Place and on the gulf, near Sam

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GENERAL MARCH’S WAR REVIEW. 


Aside from the purely military features the most in- 
teresting announcement made by General March in his 
review of Aug. 17 was that Major Gen. Henry P. Me- 
Cain, The Adjutant General, was to be given command 
of the 12th Division now’ being organized at Camp 
Devens. The Chief of Staff said: 

The German Retreat. 


“When I talked to you on Aug. 14 the German retreat 
was gradually consolidating along the old 1916-1917 
line, and during the last few days there has been small 
change there. The resistance of the enemy has become 
stronger aldng that general position, and the Allied at- 
tacks have become more or less local. On the Lassigny 
Plateau to which I referred last Wcdnesday, where the 
enemy was strongly located with machine guns, the 
French have gained all except the extreme northeastern 
eorner. The enemy has had to withdraw somewhat from 
the plain of the Oise, east of the ridge. The last official 
gains, on Aug. 16, are west of Roye, where a small local 
salient was flattencd out by a direct advance. A small 
salient north of Albert was given up voluntarily by the 


enemy, on Aug. 14, and occupied by the British. This 
is the fourth time that the Germans in local spots have 
voluntarily retired from the Jine which they have been 


holding since the Allies tuok the initiative on July 18 
with our counter-offensive. The character of the work 
being done along the Vesle has been principally—ex- 
change of artillery fire, and small raids; but there has 
been no general change in the line. The announcement 
has already been made by the Secretary of War about 
the landing of our forces in Vladivostok. 

“When I give figures hereafter of troops embarked 
from the United States, the total will embrace the troops 
in Siberia, in Italy, France and Russia proper. The 
figures will mean the entire American Expeditionary 
Force in all parts of the world. We have now embarked 
on all the expeditions more than 1,450,000 men. 

“The American troops in France, to whose good con- 
duct I have referred in these talks, are beginning to 
receive official French commendations of various sorts, 
and here is one that came in this morning and has been 
translated. This refers to the 2d Artillery Brigade, 
which was with the 2d Division in the fighting around 
Chateau-Thierry. After the Infantry was withdrawn 
our Field Artillery stayed there and helped the French 
at that point. This commendation is from the French 
commander of the divisions to which it was attached. 
It is in the form of an official order, and the translation 
is-something like this: 


2d US. Artillery Brigade Commended. 

“‘On the eve of the relief of the 2d Artillery Brigade 
of the 2d U.S. Infantry Division from the 12th (French) 
Infantry Division, the general commanding this infantry 
division takes the opportunity to express to the brigade 
commander, Gencral Bowley, to all his officers, non-com- 
missioned officers and soldiers his thanks for the ser- 
vices rendered their French comrades, and his admira- 
tion for the splendid American bravery. After having 
vigorously fought with the 2d U.S. Infantry Division, 
and with the 58th (French) Infantry Divisien, the 2d 
American Artillery Brigade has come to show, during 
two days of severe fighting at the side of the 12th In- 
fantry Division, the finest qualities of energy, endurance 
and devotion. ‘The fortunes of war separate us from 
these brave and loyal fighting comrades—I trust that the 
fortunes of- war will reunite us again upon the field of 
battle. The 12th French Infantry Division will faith- 
fully treasure the memory of the 2d Artillery Brigade 
of the 2d U.S. Infantry Division.’ 

“The strain of fighting over there, as you have no- 
ticed, is very severe, and one of the effects is shown in 
the necessary sending home of officers who have had high 
commands, and whom General Pershing has found it 
desirable to give a rest. One especially noteworthy case 
is Major Gen. George D. Duncan, who has been conspicu- 
ous in American news, because he was one of the first 
men who received the French Croix de Guerre, and his 
division has behaved excellently throughout. He will be 
returned to the United States. 


General McCain to Command 12th Division. 
“The War Department has selected as a reward for 
good service, Major-Gen. Henry P. McCain, The Adju- 
tant Gencral, to command one of our new divisions. 
Gencral McCain will command the 12th Division which 
is being organized at Camp Devens. Brig. Gen. Peter 
C. Harris, now on duty in the office of The Adjutant 
General, will be detailed as Acting Adjutant General of 
the Army. General Harris is an officer of wide experi- 
ence and has done special service in working out the de- 
tails by which we have been able to eliminate the old- 
fashioned muster rolls, and has cut down paper work in 
&@ way that helps the efficiency of the Army very much.” 
General March said in reply to various questions that 
Col. John W. Heavey is now in charge of the Militia 
Bureau. He was serving there under General Carter 
and had had a previous tour there. General Carter is 
to command the new division at Camp Meade. The 80th 
Division is in training with the British in Flanders; he 
said, and explained that the 320th Field Artillery, which 
belongs to the 82d Division, had not been engaged so 
far, according to the latest réports. This division, less 
artillery, is on the line in the sector north of Toul where 
it has been since July 1, replacing the 26th Division. 
The SSth Division has been partly shipped, but there is 
ho report yet that it has landed. 
, One correspondent said there had been some complaint 
in and around Pittsburgh about the losses in the 110th 
Regiment, 28th Division, which is made up chiefly of 
ennsylvania men. As to the cause of these losses Gen- 
eral March explained. that “the 28th Division held the 
Center of the American sector during the advance across 
the Ourcq from July 26 to 31 (there was very heavy 
fighting there), and again it was placed, on Aug. 6, on 
e Vesle. This division has been in the heart of the 
fighting and undoubtedly has casualties to correspond.” 
As to the officers who will command the new divisions 
General March said that as soon as the Senate recon- 
venes the names of a number of new generals will be 
Sent in, and the information will then be given out. 


Treatment of American Prisoners. 

In response to queries as to tales that American pris- 
Oners of war “are being singled out for a special show 
of cruelty” the Chief of Staff replied: ‘““We get informa- 
tion about the treatment-of American prisoners of war 
mn Germany officially from the Spanish Embassy, which 
Tepresents us at Berlin. No testimony has been received 

us that American prisoners of war have been singled 

for any treatment different from what the 


fest get. We are now about to embark upon a conven- 
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tion with Germany about the whole matter of prisoners 
of war, which will be held in Switzerland, and any ques- 
tion about their treatment of our prisoners and our 
treatment of theirs will be thrashed out. We even have 
their menus. The Spanish representatives wens in on 
these camps unannounced and find out exactly what 
they have to eat, and we receive that information.” 
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THE DANGER THAT THREATENS US. 
Senator Reed Urges Passage of Draft Bill. 


In the United States_Senate on Aug. 12 Senator Reed, 
of Missouri, made an important speech in support of the 
proposed bill changing the draft ages. Referring to the 
seriousness of the situation which confronts the Allies 
in their struggle with the Central Powers, Senator 
Reed said: 


“Many errors have been indulged in by nearly all the 
people and to some extent by Members of Congress, for 
constantly the statement is being reiterated, ‘Surely all 
the world can whip one country.’ The great world con- 
flict has been too much regarded as one in which the 
civilized world is arrayed against the single nation of 
Germany. The facts are that a declaration of war 
amounts to nothing. The only thing that counts in 
war is the men and the metal that are actually put upon 


the fighting line. Declarations of war not transmuted 
into men and metal are mere scraps of paper—utterly 
useless. The number of nations that have declared war 
do not count. The nations actually in the war alone 
are to be considered. There never was any greater mis- 
take made than the statement that we are fighting only 
one country. The empire of Germany itsclf comprises 
several kingdoms and altogether embraces some twenty- 
six different countries amalgamated under one central 
government. Austria embraces some eighteen different 
nations or principalities, and is itself composed of two 
great kingdoms—aAustria and Hungary. In addition to 
this we are confronted by Bulgaria and by Turkey, so 
that the population of our enemies is as follows: Ger- 
many, 60,000,000; Austria-Hungary, 53,000,000; Tur- 
key, 21,200,000; Bulgaria, 4,800,000, making a total of 
147,000,000. Bear in mind that every one of the men of 
these countries is a trained soldier.” 

The Senator added that Germany had transformed 
the Turkish army from a frenzied mob into an army that 
is quite as capable as European troops, while Bulgaria 
has been similarly trained. ‘In addition, every railroad 
built in Germany for the past fifty years has been con- 
structed with reference to the present war, which Ger- 
many had planned should take place when the oppor- 
tune time arrived for her attempt to forward her plan 
of world conquest. Accordingly our enemies are able 
to move their armies and their supplies from one part 
of their territory to another with the least possible loss 
of time. This enables them to use their force to the 
maximum. On top of this Germany had all the ord- 
nance necessary, the advantage of which will be under- 
stood when it is said it takes more than two years to 
produce the factories and certain great guns necessary 
in modern warfare. 


Strength of the Allicd Nations 


“Such is the enemy we confront. What have we to 
oppose them? The only country that is immediately in 
touch with the great field of military operations is 
France, with a total population of 40,000,000. Close to 
them are England, Ireland and Scotland, but the United 
Kingdom contains only 46,000,000, so we have a total 
of 82,000,000 people contiguous to the battle line or 
upon the battle line to-confront 147,000,000. I do not 
in these figures include Italy, which has a population 
of 36,000,000. I omit her because she has a front of 
her own to maintain and because at this time, notwith- 
standing the great number of her soldiers, upon that 
front English, French and American regiments are nec- 
essarily maintained. In addition to these troops or 
these people we have Australia, New Zealand, Canada 
and certain other British and French possessions, but 
they are thousands of miles away and must be trans- 
ported across seas that are infested with submarines. 

“There remains the population of the United States, 
but we know the magnitude of our task is multiplied 
tenfold by our distance from the scene of action. Some 
of our troops must be carried 6,000 miles before they 
reach the battle line. I refer to troops from our west- 
ern coast. Others must be carried 3,000 miles. The 
average haul of men and materials is probably 4,500 
miles. The ships had to be created, the factories and 
mills to create the materials for the ships and arma- 
ment had to be created. In the production of these 
gigantic tasks a very large proportion of our male popu- 
lation is necessarily required. The proportion is neces- 
sarily very much larger than would be necessary if we 
lay contiguous fo the battle line or if we had, when we 
entered the war, been prepared with factories and mills 
and shipyards. I have given this comparison of the 
population in order that it may be made to appear, as 
the fact is, that even with our present American Army in 
France it is a very serious question whether the Central 
Powers to-day are not able to put upon the battle line 
more men than the Allies. 

“We might as well face these facts. Under the cir- 
cumstances we find ourselves in this war with the forces 
upon the western front almost equally divided, France 
and England’ gallantly fighting, but both these nations 
more or less war-weary. They will, I am sure, never 
grow so weary they will cease to fight with that high 
spirit and gallantry that has hitherto characterized 
them, but in the conflict at this stage the United States 
finds itself with practically a million and a half of our 
troops already upon French soil. There is, therefore, 
no withdrawal, if we had any spirit to withdraw. Re- 
member, that if there is a disaster in Europe we have 
1,500,000 of our men there without any means of get- 
ting them back. Not only is the die cast, not only is 
the Rubicon crossed, but the die is irrevocably cast. We 
must either win this war or we must suffer a national 
humiliation fnd disgrace that will arrest our progress 
for at least a century of time. 

“Under such conditions what is our duty? Shall we 
allow the million and a half of our troops—and there 
must be substantially that many there now—to be 
jeopardized and to be fed one by one or company by 
company or regiment by regiment to_ this Moloch of 
war? Shall we allow them to be gradually cut down, 
and by a force that is equal or superior, or shall we 
amass upon the European front an irresistible force— 
a force that can break the strength of the German legions 
and do it quickly and do it with a minimum loss of 
life and of limb and with as small an expense as pos- 
sible? It is my judgment and I think it is the judgment 
of you all that if we can get an irresistible force upon 
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the other shore then this war will be short and there 
= be a great saving of bloodshed, of life and © 
misery.” 
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“THE FRONT” AT CAMP HUMPHREYS. 


How the Army Engineers at Camp Humphreys, Va., 
are preparing to take steps when they arrive in France 
to “blow the Boche across the Rhine,”~as one enthusi- 
astic engineer expressed it, is told -by Lieut. Jay P. 
Wood, N.A., in a recent issue of The Castle, the excel- 
lent paper published at the camp by the Engineers. The 
school of military training, under Capt. H. ‘D. Trounce, 
has been rapidly bringing to completion the field work 
planned for instruction purposes, the article explains. 
The course for fifty officers and fifty non issioned 
officers began Aug. 3 and was to continue for two weeks, 
while the course for 200 enlisted men was to last four 
weeks. As fast as officers and men complete their train- 
ing they are to join replacement divisions overseas, 
where they will have opportunities of applying their 
practical knowledge in operations against the Germans, 
Trenches, tunnels, shafts and dugouts are spreading 
over and under various sections. So many curious ques- 
tions have been asked about the two 10-foot diameter 
circular trenches with pits in their centers that evi- 
dently have been thought to be some new type of forti- 
fication. Listening circles is what they are, used for 
preliminary training work, with underground listening 
apparatus. They may later be converted into redoubts 
and incorporated into the trench system. Nearby three 
tunnels are being driven in whose branching galleries 
Lieut. W. W. Foard will carry on in -this way very 
necessary training underground, with geophones and 
microphones, under the same conditions as obtain at the 
front. These delicately sensitive instruments-and appli- 
ances Joeate the direction and distance of enemy work- 
ing parties in the different branches of neighboring 
galleries. Specialized surveying to meet the conditions 
of underground front line work will be another feature 
of this part of the course. 

Lieut. S. H. Pierson lectures on “Military Explo- 
sives,” and demonstrates in the field the methods of 
using modern military explosives such as ammonal, gun- 
cotton, T.N.T., nitrostarch, dynamites dnd. black -blast- 
ing powder. Ammonal is a new explosive first used by 
the British. It was this explosive that wreaked such 
terrible havoc among the Germans in the battle of Mes- 
sines Ridge in July, 1917, by almost climinating the 
ridge as well as the: Germans. More than 950, 
pounds were fired simultaneously, all distributed in gi- 
gautic mines. ‘T.N.T. is the accepted Goyernment ex- 
plosive and will be used to a large extent, as it is an 
explosive of terrible force and at the’ same time very 
convenient and safe to handle. . The other explosives 
also play an important part in “tbe course and will be 
used extensively. For the edification of officers who at- 
tend, mines will be blown up, running from a depth of 
five feet to fifty feet, with charges of from fifty pounds 
to 10,000 pounds of high explosives. Quite recently, 
under supervision of Captain Trounce, American am- 
monul was tested out in mines at Camp Dix. Mines 
were laid at varying depths of from twenty to sixty 
feet and loaded with charges up to 6,000 peat of 
both American ammonal and T.N.T. The explosion was 
both interesting and terrible. The shock-of the “blows” 
was felt for ten miles around the countryside. Across 
the gulch from the camp four more tunnels are steadily 
advancing in the direction of the gas area. : 

Men who are being trained in the use of breathing 
apparatus will work in these tunnels, shafts and rooms, 
in smoke and gas under the same conditions as they 
will meet at the front. Instruction is also to be given 
in artificial resuscitation, together with the administra- 
tion of oxygen by the oxygen inhalator. Other tunnels 
will be used for instruction in tunneling and timbering. 
Mined dugouts are another important phase of the 
course of instruction. To furnish the proper atmosphere 
a surrounding system of trenches is being constructed 
forming a strong point, which will be connected up 
with the school of fortifications. From the trenches 
of this reduit mined dugouts are being excavated illus- 
trating the various types of construction used at the 
front, both in timbering and in arrangement of* rooms 
and bunks. Camouflage, being the work of all branches 
of the Service and not of special troops alone, will be 
exemplified in the protection from direct and airplane 
observation, of tunnel entrances, shafts and dugouts 
while under construction. Second Lieutenant Mosier has 
this important work in charge. 
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MEDALS FOR SERVICE ON BORDER. 


Whatever the intention of Congress may have been 
very few medals can be awarded to the members of the 
National Guard who served on the Mexican bordey. 
Owing to the wording of the act, the War Department 
has been obliged to place upon it the construction that 
only men of the Guard who have served in both the Span- 
ish-American War and in the 1916-17 campaign on the 
border are eligible to receive this distinction. As the 
number of Spanish-American veterans who served also 
on the border is very small, the number of medals is- 
sued, for which Congress appropriated $7,000, is cor- 
respondingly low. 

The language of the Army Appropriation Act, ap- 
proved July 9, 1918, under the head of Ordnance De- 
partment, is as follows: “The Secretary of War is au- 
thorized and directed to procure a bronze medal, with 
suitable device and ribbon, to be presented to each of 
the several officers and enlisted men, and families of 
such as may be dead, of the National Guard who, under 
the orders of the President of the United States, serrcd 
not less than ninety days in the war with Spain, and 
woho have received an honorable discharge from the Ser- 
vice and ‘who served on the Mexican border in the years 
1916 and 1917, and who are not eligible to receive the 
Mexican service badge heretofore authorized by the 
President: Provided, That such medals shall not be is- 
sued to men who have, subsequent to such seryice, been 
dishonorably discharged from the Service or deserted: 
And provided further, That the sum of $7,000, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropri- 
ated, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, for the purpose of carrying this last para- 
graph into erect.” [The italicized lines show the mat- 
ter inserted in the act in conference.] : a 

It is recalled that in the discussion of this provision 
of the act it was proposed to provide the medal for all 
members of the Guard who had conducted themselves 
in a soldierly way while serving on Mexican border, 
and the text of the provision as printed above, omitting 
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the italicized portion, was passed by the Senate as 
S. 3874 on April 1, three months before the Senate 
added it to the Army Appropriation bill and sent it to 
nce to the members of the 
Guard who served in the Spanish-American War evi- 
dently was an afterthought. The War Department con- 
struction which will — in ‘the regulation about to be 
published follows literally the language of the act. It is 
of neeessary to follow the wording of the law as 
written, whatever may be the inference from other evi- 
dence as to the probable intention that Congress had in 
mind. The only apparent remedy ‘by which members; of 
the Guard who served on the border, but did not have 
Spanish War service, may secure these medals is to sug- 
gest to Congress that it take steps to review its action 
and to put it. intention into language that conveys the 
meaning they desire. 
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CROWDING THE U.S. MILITARY ACADEMY. 


The matter of using the teaching facilities of the U.S. 
Military Academy to a degree not contemplated by law, 
custom, or proper educational standards, was loosely 
discussed at the recent hearings on the Man-Power bill 
before the Senate Committee on Military Affairs by 
Senator Reed and Secretary of War Baker, the rdle of 
the latter ‘being to set Mr. Reed right in the misinforma- 
tion he had acquired about West Point. Mr. Reed ad- 


vaneed the opinion “I should think that you would 
crowd that Military Academy to its utmost capacity— 
get all the students in there that you could and train 
men as fast as you could.” Mr. Baker answered this 
by stating that Congress fixed th: laws as to the num- 
ber who shall attend the Academy and that it was Con- 
gress that fixed the size of the buildings and the capacity 
and number of persons they will hold. The Senator 
from Missouri admitted he knew that but declared, “but 
we do just what you fellows tell us to do. a ee 
have just be good little boys, obeying orders. I am 
asking you,” %e continued, “why you should not in this 
war emergency double or even quadruple the number 
of students at these technical institutions, utilize them 
to the utmest, and if you lack comfortable rooms and 
things of that kind, make some temporary arrangement, 
even to building barracks?’ With possibly unconscious 
irony Mr. Baker replied that it had never occurred to 
him to build barracks at West Point and explained that 
the course had been cut down from four to three years 
which “added twenty-five per cent. to the capacity of 
the institution, because the men get through that much 
faster, and it is filled up.” Senator Reed argued that 
we ought to create the capacity and that “you have a lot 
of professors down there and a great machinery for 
teaching, and I ‘think a very excellent one; is there any 
reason outside of the mere quartering of the men why 
you could not have four or five times as many men in 
training?’ 

With his customary patience and suavity Mr. Baker 
explained the reasons against this as two; the intensive- 
ness of the West Point training, a large part of its ad- 
vantage being that there were so many instructors per 
student; and that if the number of students was much in- 
creased “we would have to withdraw a substantial num- 
ber of highly gifted and necessary officers from the 
actual operation of the war to go into teaching, and I 
think that would be unwise.” Senator Reed did not see 
why a man could not teach a class of 250 as well as one 
of fifty and Mr. Baker replied, “I am not educator 
enough to tell you the reasons, but all educators agree 
that you can not.” 

Upon this Senators Reed and Kirby contributed the 
following to the echoes of the committee room and the 
pencil of the stenographer : 

Senator Reed: “You would not be able to give the 
idea’ personal touch, of course, but these are war times 
and you have had to cut down a year of this service. It 
does seem to me that we are not properly utilizing these 
two great universities. If it is a question of quarters, 
when we can take $10,000,000 to build quarters for all 
of the blondes in the United States who are congregat- 
ing in Washington to adorn these offices, I think we 
could build a few quarters for soldiers.” 

Senator Kirby: “I would like to suggest a proposi- 
tion that occurs to me. It seems to me it would be ab- 
solutely feolish under conditions as they exist, to in- 
crease the capacity of West Point, to require three years 
to make a man an officer when you can train men in 
three months and make officers of them qgnd you are 
doing that right along, of the same grade? and lots of 
times of better ability than the man who has had the 
three years’ training.” 

Senator Reed: “If that is true, you ought to abolish 
West Point.” 

Senator Kirby: “I believe you are right abont that, 
although I do not think it would be a wise thing to do 
during the war.” 

Later on the same day, during the discussion on the 
Army unification plan, when Senator Reed was stoutly 
proclaiming that the Regular Army officers were trying 
to do away with the National Guard and taking care of 
themselves, ‘Senator Thomas asked this question of the 
Senator from Missouri: “Do you not think it would 
lead you to this contradictory situation: A few moments 
ago you insisted we ought to have a great enlargement 
of West Point for the purpose of turning out effective 
officers. If these officers are turned out, and are op- 
posed to the recognition of other bodies than their own, 
and are also responsible for the action of the War De- 

artment, would it not be better to do away with West 

‘oint?”’ : 

Senator Reed replied: “No. My answer to that is this, 
that you have to have the technical school. You have 
to have the technical training that can be acquired only 
in military schools, and when you give it to a man you 
unfit him for citizenship in ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred; but you have got to have him, and just now 
you have to have a lot of him.” 
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IMPROVING A.E.F. MAIL SERVICE. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, commanding general of the 
A-E.F., has sent to Washington recently several cable 
messages devoted to giving the principal causes of de- 
lay and non-delivery of mail in France, and the steps 
taken abroad to improve the service. General Pershing 
stated that the causes of delay and non-delivery include 
Jack of liaison between military authorities in France 
and civil postal authorities in the United States; lack 
of knowledge of units created in France, and other in- 
formation necessary for the best sorting of mails in 
New York city for the A:E.F.; the routing of mails .to 
French ports not organized to receive and promptly dis- 
patch them’; no system for the ion 
of mail Pranee; ‘misunderstanding by the 
public of the composition of military units; units having 
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no postal organization of their own, and insufficient and 


a ¥ ge of letters. : 

inee July 1, when the military authorities assumed 
complete contre! of ‘the handling of the A-E.F. mails, 
they have brought about a closer co-operation between 
the military authorities in France and the postal au- 
thorities in the United ‘States. Captain ‘Frazer, an offi- 
cer with extended postal experience, understanding con- 
ditions in France and the postal organization within the 
A.E.F., has ‘been sent to the United States to supervise 
the shipment of mail from ports of embarkation, to ar- 
range that the New York Post Office and other distribut- 
ing centers receive the military information necessary 
to permit the proper sacking of the mails, to instruct 
troops about to embark regarding the proper postal or- 
ganization within their respective units, and to arrange 
for publicity as to the necessary method of addressing 
soldiers’ mail. Suitable military .postal organizations 
also have been established at each port of embarkation 
in France where it is expected to receive mail. 

Other improvements made by the military authorities 
in France have been the establishing of a railroad mail 
service in postal cars, which are assigned to the Ameri- 
can postal service along the lines of communication, ‘and 
arrangements have been made to provide individual 
escorts for all cars of mail from debarkation parts to 
destination. A central post office, with increased facili- 
ties for redirecting and forwarding all misdirected or 
insufficiently addressed mail, also has been established 
in connection with the control central office, where full 
information is obtainable as to the movement of troops 
and addresses of individuals. In addition, a liaison offi- 
cer between general headquarters and the military postal 
express service keeps constantly in touch with all con- 
templated movements of troops. Each corps and divi- 
sion in France is organizing its own postal detachment, 
and mail is sent to the division and goes forward like 
ammunition or rations.

Following are interesting extracts from a letter to 
an officer of the U.S. Army in this country from hig 
son, also an officer of our Army, in command of colored 
It was written after the beginning 
“in the field, 





of the last German drive, on July 17, 
Battle of Champagne” : 

“Here we are in the middle of the biggest battle in the 
history of the -world. It is useless to attempt a de 
scription of feelings and ‘sensations. They are -simply 
beyond words of portrayal. I have been in command of 
the regiment for over a month now, and still continue 
during the battle. The boys are doing splendidly under 
very adverse circumstances. They are fulfilling their 
mission and I’m proud of them. The French here are 
generous in their praise. 

“The wonderful French army, of which this regiment 
is now a paft, are holding like a stone wall and strang- 
ling the most vicious attacks ever launched against 
troops. We are beating the Boche to a standstill and we 
are going to give the Boche an awful wallop before we 
get through this particular party. My love and admira- 
tion for the superlatively splendid French officers and 
wonderful poilus increases daily. I marvel ut them. 

“This past th has been quite the most strenuons 
in the“family’s history—something doing every -single 
minute, and not nearly enough hours in the day! We 
had numerous difficult stunts to pull and got away with 
them all in good shape. 
went seventy-two hours without closing my eyes, and 
am feeling fit as a fiddle! We are, of course, losing men 
every day and night, but you can believe the Boche are 
paying dearly. Had two horses and my orderly killed 
this morning. - 

“The battle is still progressing and, of course, no one 
can tell how long it will last. But this you can rest as- 
sured, the Boche is not going to get through—not in 
this Army’s front, anyway. The strain on a regimental 





commander in a situation like this is tremendous, and 
it’s a good thing I’m not a nervous lady or I would be 
. wreck. On the contrary, I’m feeling fine as frog's 
egs.” 

Here the letter abruptly ends, and scribbled in pencil 
across the sheet—‘‘Have to go. Good-bye father. Love 
to all.” 

7 THE 27TH DIVISION. 


A member of a regiment in the 27th Division, com 
posed of the National Guard of New York, in writing te 
a friend from France under date of July 1 says: 

“We arrived in France after an interesting trip across 
the Atlantic. Our gunners fired at what was supposed 
to be the periscope of.a submarine on two occasions, but 
if they were submarines they never showed themselves 
again, and we had no further trouble. The necessity of 
the stringent order against men showing even a lighted 
cigarette in the night aboard ship cannot be exaggerated, 
The lives of all on board might be sacrificed by one eam 
less man. 

“Our regiment in the 27th Division with others was 
sent to a camp to rest for a few days, and after that-we 
entrained for a certain place, and we have moved about 
a great deal. The death of Gen. R. BE. L. Michie, 
U.S.A., who was with us, was a great loss. He died m 
the train, and the troops were detrained at the station 
to render honors to his remains. A chaplain reade 
short service, and then the remains were taken away 
in an ambulance driven by a woman. The remains of 
General Michie were removed under charge of Major J 
W. Farrell, of division headquarters. 

“After being shifted about we were assigned to th 
British Army for finishing our training. They area 


fine set of men, and, make no mistake, they- know ‘the ’ 


game from A to Z of fighting the Hun, and the latter 
know it, and fear them. ‘We find the officers and ma 
only too eager to tell us all they know. We certainly 
have the utmost respect for the British, and are already 
true comrades. This will surely intensify as we engage 
in battle together. Tommy Atkins is certainly methol- 
ical, brave and tenacious, and our association with lim 
has done us a world of good. 

“We -have a magnificent division of men and if the 
New York home folks could see us now, in fighting trim 
as hard as nails, iow proud they would be. We are 
only a short distance behind ‘the front lines, and big 
shells frequently drop in our midst. When we ‘firt 
heard them and realized their power, we naturally fet 
serious. ‘The first stage fright has now entirely worm 
off, and we are more than anxious to get in 
Some of our men have been in front line trenches, 
have learned a lot. We have seen wounted going to the 
rear, ‘and also German prisoners. The latter vary co 
siderably in build and appearance, and those I have 
seen appeared a very sullen lot. 

“The system of transportation of all kinds is some 
thing wonderful, especially when the difficulties of wat 
are taken into consideration. What with the per 
of guns, the whizz of airplanes overhead, the moving 
troops, etc., what a change from dear old New Yo 

“We will now. be in action almost any day, and New 
York men will surely do their bit. Our men are# 
devil-may-care lot, and would sooner fight than et 
We have been urged to observe the greatest caution 
fighting the wily Hun, but when our men get to fighting 
and chasing him from his holes, I fear that caution wil 
be lost. We do not need any ‘Hymn of Hate’ to 
us desire to kill him, after his cowardly and dirty 
and tricks. He has violated all the laws of war and 
eency against American troops, not to speak of vile a 
tions against French, British and Belgium troops 
four years. Well, watch us give it to him, and see 
he will squeal later like the dirty dog he is. 

“Some of the villages we have stopped at we have 
cleaned up in a manner that would do credit to @® 
‘White Wings’ of New York. The French villagers # 
fine people, and patriotic to the core, but in sani 
matters they are not over particular, We have 
them a few stunts about cleaning up, etc., and I 
they like it. We had a few cooties down at Sparta 
burg, .but so far they have not bothered us to 2 great 
extent here. When we get into trenches I suppose y® 
shall know them better. Let us hope not, though. 
envy the ‘Rainbow’ and ‘New England’ Divisions 
have got in some heavy licks against the Germal§, 7 
will not be long before we get ours.

Allies Attack in New Areas.

Far from emulating the initiative of the 
Allied generals he has clung to the reeeptive attitude, at- 
tempting nething more than direct reactions against 
blows that have been most recently dealt him and con- 
fining himself alsewhere to raids, local enterprises and 
small reconnoissances. In view of the Prussian strategic 
principle to occupy the adversary and hold the initiative, 
this default on the part of the German command is 
noteworthy and full of suggestion as to the possible 
deterioration of the enemy’s fighting organization. 

Of the week’s opc-ations all were then distinctly Ally 
undertakings. The most striking was that of the army 
of General Mangin between the Aisne and the Oise. It 
was directed into an area lying between the Vesle and 
the Chaulnes-Roye-Lassigny battlefield, and it carried 
with it the threat of ax advance up the left bank of the 
Oise to La Tére and Laon, such as would sever the 
lateral communications of the German concentrations to 
either side. Whether it really had Laon for its objec- 
tive or merely was undertaken for the effect it would 
produce of weakening the German positions to right and 
eft the early progress of the move did not disclose. It 
resulted in rapid gain of ground for the French and in 
a melting away of the first lines of enemy defenses,

which put up but slight resistance. The British ad- 
vanees north of Albert and on the Lys served the 


double purpose of multiplying the need on the enemy’s 
front for the now almost wholly dissipated aggregation 
of reserves and of throwing the enemy back in areas

Progress against Roye and Lassigny. 

In the area opposite Chaulnes, Roye and Lassigny, 
the Allies left the enemy not a day of rest. The drive of 
Aug. 8 slackened. down to a period of steady pressure 
with moderate Allied gains. Though comparatively 
slight these gains brought the possibility of capture so

There occurred no diminution in the vigor of 
these attacks such as would have justified the enemy in 
withdrawing any of the troops held ehgaged on this 
f On the contrary, frequent German counter-at- 
tacks were usually mastered and progression toward the

Che British on Aug. 15 seized the villages of Damery 


and Paryillers on the front between Roye and Chaulnes. 
The French, having apparently taken over as much of 
the front north of the Avre as would prevent the point 
of contact of the two Allied forces from coming directly 


opposite Roye, advanced westward to Goyencourt, St. 
Mard and T.aucourt on Aug. 16. The enemy meanwhile 
attempted to drive out the Canadian troops holding 


Damery and met with repulse, losing 250 prisoners and 


some machine guns. The British thereupon resumed 
their advance. in this sector, moving gradually upon 
Fresnoy and Fransart. The French announced the 


capture of 1,000 prisoners in their part of the move on 
the Avre. On Aug. 17 they advanced that part of their 
line immediately to the south, facing Lassigny. Here 
they mastered the eastern edge of Loges wood on the 
17th, captured Canny-sur-Matz, south of the wood, and 
on Aug. 19 took Fresni@res on the Roye-Lassigny road 
and gained the outskirts of the latter town. 

Operating in the meantime between Lassigny and the 
Oise river to the south, the French after taking the 
Monolith and Carnoy farms north of Ribecourt re- 
pulsed severe counter-attacks at these places on Aug. 
17. On Aug. 19 they debouched from the extensive 
Thiescourt wood which offers an approach to Lassigny 
from the south. While the French thus approached 
Lassigny from the north, west and south, the British 
stood off numerous enemy attacks from the direction of 
Chaulnes, On Aug. 20 the F-@ ich captured Beuvraignes, 
south of Roye. The enemy without having withstood 
any general attack found his positions at Roye and 
Lassigny heavily compromised. 


French Advance between Oise and Aisne. 


While keeping the enemy occupied on the front north 
of the Oise the French leaders had their eyes upon the 
inactive front east of that river. In the battles of May 
and June the French had retained an ample bridgehead 
at the confluence of the Oise and: the Aisne. This had 
been somewhat enlarged at the time of Mangin’s. capture 
of Soissons. Mangin now, on Aug. 18, commenced an 
operation to enlarge the position and bring it in con- 
formity with the new operations to the left. In this he 
followed the natural purpose to move up the Oise as far 
as the enemy permitted, in the direction of La Fére. 
He launched his first attack on the evening of Aug. 18, 
at six p.m., on a nine-mile front. He employed a brief 
artillery preparation and used the now well-approved 
arm of light tanks as the means for carrying his attack 
through the first obstacle of machine gun positions. On 
his left he moved northward toward Carlepont wood; 

ther east against the plateau west of Nampal. This 


plateau was occupied on the evening which ushered in 
the move. On Aug. 19 the advance continued, villages 
and strong wooded positions falling rapidly into the 
hands of the French. The peeuliar inadequacy of the 
defense has been attributed: by correspondents to the 
breakdown of the German system of “depth defense.” 
This system depends on the sacrifice of a force of. ma- 
chine gunners left to delay the attack by the sacrifice 
of their own lives while the defense reserves in the rear 
gain time to make their dispositions for counter-attacks. 
It is asserted that this system broke down owing to the 
slight and perfunctory opposition offered by the machine 
gunners, who, having lost their spirit of resolution, 
showed undue readiness to surrender to the advancing 
forces rather than be overwhelmed by tanks and infan- 
try squads. The French rapidly broke through the ma- 
chine gun zone and reached the main positions of the 
defense. with a promptitude disconcerting to the main 
German foree. In the first twenty-four hours or so of 
the attack, besides penetrating to a depth of some two 
miles, the attackers. took 2,200 prisoners. On their left 
they moved toward Carlepont, in the center they occu- 
pied the Nampal- plateau, on their right they seized 
Audignicourt, Varsens and Morsain. Encouraged by 
this success Mangin renewed his attack on Aug. 20 on 
an enlarged scalé. Advancing on a fifteen-mile front, 
he reached Ourscamps wood, traversed Carlepont wood, 
occupied Carlepont to the north of it, and took Bleran- 
courdelle, Vezaponin, Cuisy, Osly and Courtil. Some 
10,000 prisoners fell into his hands. Well established 
in the upland region on his’ center, he was in a position 
to advance his left through the.strip of lower ground 
skirting the left bank of the Oise. On Aug. 21 he took 
Cuts and approached thus within range of Noyon, across 
the river. From Carlepont and Cuts the French pro- 
gressed during the day down the valley bordering Carle- 
pont wood on the northeast and so reached the Oise 
below Pontois2, passing around the Germans on the 
Ourscamps forest. Resting their flank on the river, 
they moved with greater freedom through Blerancourt 
and Carneten and down the slopes toward the Ailette 
river. The angle between this stream and the Oise was 
cleared and the Ailette was reached on Aug. 22. 
The Capture of Lassigny. 

In conformity with the movement east of the Oise the 
French on the right bank of the river likewise™ ad- 
vanced. They engaged the enemy in sharp local fighting 
west of Lassigny, while to the south their lines moved 
upon the flank of the German position, taking Plermont 
and the Orval wood. The enemy finally yielded to pres- 
sure after holding on with some tenacity, and Lassigny 
passed into French hands. Its fall at once liberated the 
rout. to Noyon up the river bank and impaired the 
flank protection of the enemy line to the north, at 
Roye. Early on the 22d the French gained a hold upon 
the only barrier between them and Noyon, the valley of 
the Divette brook, and meeting but little opposition. 


The British Attacks. 

On Aug. 17 the British facing the enemy in the Ar- 
mentiéres salient developed renewed activity. A thrust 
near Merris, in which they took prisoners, was the fore- 
runner of a series of successful attacks about Merville 
near the apex of the salient. On Aug. 18 they gained 
ground near Merville and reported 676 prisoners. On 
the 19th, advancing on a front of over five miles, they 
took Merville with surrounding territory, and on the 
20th they drove the enemy from L’Epinette, Vierbroek 
and La Couronne. Further east they gained in the 
Locre sector on Aug. 21. German efforts to counteract 
the British movement by an attack near Scherperdrog 
on Aug. 17 were fruitless. The result of the first few 
days of this British effort were to reduce naturally the 
depth of the salient from which the enemy sought in 
April to reach Ypres. 

The line between Albert and Ypres, which had re- 
mained relatively quiet for many weeks, was the scene 
of another and more formidable British advance on 
Aug. 21. The British Fourth Army under General 
syng, noted for his brilliant thrust toward Cambrai in 
the autumn -of 1917, undertook this offensive. The ad- 
vance started on a front extending from Moyenneville 
to Beaucourt, both of which towns were taken. In the 
center the British captured Achiet-le-Petit. Advancing 
across the Albert Anas railroad they took Logeast wood 
and Comulles. The day’s action inthis area yielded 
between 2,000 and 3,000 prisoners—a total indicating 
that the positions while lightly guarded by the enemy 
had by no means been &Bbandoned. Instead of pressing 
onward along the same road on Aug. 22, Byng’s attack 
developed farther to the south, engaging a new stretch 
of front along the high ground south of Albert. Mean- 
while the reaction of the German reserves in the field of 
Aug. 21, to the north, beat uselessly upon British lines 
that had halted and prepared to receive them. 


Quiet on the Vesle. 

The situation on the river Vesle, where the Allies 
still faced a large part of the German Crown Prince’s 
forces, was active in a minor way but quiet from the 
point of view of the general situation. The enemy 
made a number of reconnaissance attacks against Fis- 
mette, where the Americans remained in possession, 
and other points held by the Allied force north of the 
stream. Harassing artillery fire was intense at times. 

On other arts of the western front raids and local 
fighting took place. The enemy attempted a raid east of 
Maisons de Champagne on Aug. 16, and on Aug, 17 
struck north of Reims, near La Neuvillette. The at- 
tack was renewed at Maisons de Champagne on the 
18th, and the enemy likewise attempted a small opera- 
tion near Ville-sur-Tourbe. -On the Lorraine border, 
American forces operating on Aug. 17 drove the enemy 
frem the village of Frapelle; later they withstood the 
enemy's efforts to regain his lest position. 


ON OTHER FRONTS. 


The Italian front was more quiet than in many 
weeks, and the avtivity there diminished to patrol move- 
ments and artillery firing. Reports continue to the ef- 
fect that the Austrians give signs of preparing to siart 
another offensive. The Italians seized a small island 
in the Piave near Grave. 

In Russia are reported actions on the Dvina-Arch- 
angel and the Volga fronts. No news of the engagement 
of Americans on the north Russian front has yet been 
published. The landings of American and other troops 
at Vladivostok continue.

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Tae Great LAKES TRAINING STATION. 
Capt. William A. Moffett, U.S.N., commandant of the 
Great Lakes Training Station, was in Washington on 


Aug: 20 for a consultation with the Secretary of the 
Navy. He was enthusiastic over the work that was be- 





ing accomplished at that station and he was greatly 
pleased at the prospects of the additional facilities and 


buildings that will be,ayailable within @ very short time, .

Since the beginning of the war 69,000 men have been 
trained and sent to the seacsast stations of the Navy. 
At present there are 48,000 men at the station. Many 
of these are soon to be sent to the fleet and for sea duty. 
The additional drill halls, quarters and hospitals which 
have been provided and are being completed will make 
it probable that it will not be necessary to keep many 
men in tents during the coming winter. 

SENATE SUB-COMMITTEER’S AIRCRAFT REPORT 

The sub-committee of thé Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs that has been conducting an investigation 
of aircraft production in the United States made public 
the results of its work on Aug, 22 in the form of a re- 
port to the parent committee. The report begins with 
a repetition of the statement about the great fleet of 
airplanes we were to put in Europe; states the amount 
appropriated by Congress to carry out the airplane pro- 
gram ($640,000,000) ; that this fund has been exhausted 
and that a further appropriation of $884,304,758 has 
been found nevessary. ‘The comomittee states that in 
its opinion “a substantial part of the first appropriation 
was practically wasted” and “while much good work 
has been accomplished, for which due credit sheuld be 
given, it must nevertheless be admitted that our airplane 
program has, up to the present, presented many aspects 
of failure.” ; 

The report then calls attention to the facts that while 
we have raised an Army of 3,000,000 men we have em- 
barked for France only 601 De Haviland-4’s up to Aug. 
1, of which sixty-seven had reached the front by July 1. 
On Aug. 7 a squadron of eighteen De Haviland-4’s fiflew 
over the German lines, “details of which performance 
had not been received.” We have not a single Ameri- 
can-made plane of attack or heavy bombing plane upon 
the battle front. We have not developed or put in 
quantity production a successful fighting plane. Then 
fellow statements as to the failure of the “Bristol 
fighter,” the “Standard J training machine,” the trou- 
bles with the Spad, the delay in making Caproni and 
Handley-Page machines. 

The committee then sets down in order three causes 
for the disappointing. results in the aircraft program, 
which are that the program was placed in the hands 
of automobile and other manufacturers whe were igno- 
rant of aeronauticl problems, that they tried to make a 
motor adapted to all classes of machines, and that “we 
failed at the beginning of the war to adopt the common- 
sense course of reproducing the most approved types of 
European machines.” t adds: “It is not too much to 
say that our airplane program has been largely subor- 
dinate to the Liberty motor.” The report then states 
these mistakes “would probably have been largely 
avoided if the aircraft program had been under the ‘con- 
trol of one man, adding, “this brief summary is not a 
wholesale condemnation of our aircraft program. Much 
has been accomplished. The committee is glad to re- 
port that while it believes there are yet many things to 
be remedied, nevertheless we are approaching a priod 
whn quantity production of planes may ‘soon be hoped 
f r ” 





The report devotes separate sections to discussing the 
Aircraft Board; the Aaircraft Program; the De Havi- 
land-4; Inspection; Training and Testing Fields; Con- 
tracts for Planes, Motors and Accessories; Cross-License 
Requirement; Difficulties of Aireraft Preduction; and 
Recommendations. The report implies that the Day- 
ton-Wright Co. and the Standard Co. have been given 
advantages in contracts over other firms, and criticizes 
the site of the Wilbur Wright and McCook flying fields. 
In the section devoted to the De Haviland-4 (the most 
detailed one of these special discussions) there is quoted 
General Kenly’s testimony as to the failure of the 
French to live up to their airpiane contract with us and 
states that as a result of this “the American troops are 
using many antiquated machines purchased from the 
French that were discarded by them a year and a half 
ago.”

Rawine SUBMARINES SINK AND ARE SUNK. 
It is believed two of the raiding enemy submarines 


operating along the North Atlantic coast have been 
sunk, one by ramming by an American steamship off 


Winter Quarter Shoal on the Virginia coast Aug. 17, 
and the other by shell fire from a British tanker, Aug. 
16, off Nantucket, which arrived «t an American port 
four days later. The British tank steamship Miro was 
terpedoed off Cape Hatteras Aug. 16 and nine of her 
crew drowned. A German submarine captured the 
trawler Triump Aug. 20 off the coast of Nova Scotia 
and placed a crew of sixteen aboard. The captured 
vessel was then armed with two guns dnd sailed away 
as a raider. She sank five fishing vessels the next day. 
The Navy Department at once sent out a number of 
craft to capture her. Captain Evans, of the Britjsh 
steamer Penistone, sunk by a German submarine off 
the New England coast last week, and who was taken 
prisoner aboard the submarine, was released six days 
later and placed in a beat of the Norwegian steamer 
San Jose, also torpedoed, and set adrift. The San Jose’s 
boat was pickéd up by another steamer and landed at 
Boston. The Norwegian bark Nordhay was sunk by a 
submarine Aug. 17 off the Virginia Capes. The Ameri- 
ean steamer Macrugada was sunk off the Virginia coast 
Aug. 15.

Coast Guarp MEN Not GASSED. 

Unofficial information received by Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels from efficers. of the North Carolina Naval 
District shows there is no foundation for the report made 
to Col. A. W. Chase, C.A.C., at Fort Caswell, N.C., that 
at the station and lighthouse on Smith’s Island, off the 
mouth of Cape Fear River, near the entrance to the 
channel to Wilmington, N.C., on Aug, 10, six men of the 
station had been gassed by a German submarine. The ac- 
count was given with much particularity, it being ex- 
plained that the men suffered from the effects of the gas- 
sing for thirty-fiveor forty minutes, the gas having been 
released from oil spread on the water. Navy officials at 
Washington were skeptical of the report at the time, Sec- 
retary Daniels saying on Aug. 14 that he was convinced 
“no German submarine gassed the Coast Guard and 
lighthouse men on Smith’s Island.” It was added ‘that 
he was awaiting a written report of the alleged oceur- 
rence from the Coast Guard men on the island.

AVIATION CASUALTIES. 


The Navy Department has been notified of the death 
in Italy on Aug. 17, as the result of an airplane acci- 
dent, of Ensign Alan L. Nichols, U.S.N.R.F. . Ensign 
Niehols was born at Blue Island, Ill.,.May 6, 1894. 
After serving as an enlisted. man he was enrolled in 
the N.R.F., Jan. 22, 1918. On Feb. 1 he was transferred 
from the Naval Air Station at Pensacola, Fla., and or- 
dered to duty in France. He had served with the naval 
aviation forces since March 1. 

Lieut. Walter B. Miller, of New York city, a former 
member of the Lafayette Escadrille, who was trans- 
ferred to the American service, was killed in an aerial 
combat Aug. 3. His patrol, consisting of eight ma- 
chines, was attacked by a German squadron of thirty 
airplanes. Lieutenant Miller fell inside the American 
lines. The other members of the patrol escaped after 
a fierce struggle. 

Second Lieuts. Harold F. Maxon and G. F. Gedeon 
were killed in an airplane accident near Henry J. 
Damm Flying Field, Commack, N.Y., on Aug. 16, 1918. 
The machine dropped into a sudden nose dive when 
about 600 feet up, and Lieutenant Maxon’s safety strap 
broke when the plane reached a point half way to the 
ground and he was instantly killed. Lieutenant Maxon’s 
home was in. Los Angeles. Lieutenant Gedeon, of Titus- 
ville, Pa., the other occupant of the battleplane, which 
was equipped with a Hispano-Suiza motor, remained in 
his seat. He was still living when taken from the débris, 
but died on his way to the base hospital at Mineola. The 
men were ‘twenty-five years old and had excellent records 
as aviators. Major Whitten J. East (Capt., Inf.), com- 
mandant at Mitchell Field, began an, investigation, nam- 
ing a board of three officers, but an examination of the 
machine made at once showed that it had “buckled” in 
the manner which thé type of fall seemed to suggest. 

Lieut. M. K. Knox, of Kelly Field, Texas, was in- 
stantly killed on Aug. 9 when the airplane in which he 
was flying with Cadet J. W. Washner, plunged 1,500 
feet to earth, six miles south of Kelly Field. Cadet 
Washner is recovering at the base hospital. The body 
of Lieutenant Knox will be taken to Redwood City, Cal., 
the home of his father, for burial. 

A cablegram to the Associated Press reports that 
Lieut. Alexander Blair Thaw, a member of the Ameri- 
ean Air Service, was killed Aug. 18, while traveling in 
a pursuit group near the front toward Paris. Engine 
trouble developed while his machine was at an altitude 
of 2,000 feet. The dead officer was twenty years old. 
He had been flying since he was sixteen, and was one of 
the youngest aviators to join the Service. He was the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Thaw, of Moorewood place, 
Pittsburgh, and brother of Major William Thaw, the 
American “ace.” He was the inventor of an aero 
stabilizer. He had just been promoted to command a 

uadron, and was on his way to take over the squadron 
when he met his death. .

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TypHorw Fever OvuTBREAK CONTROLLED. 


Typhoid fever made its appearance about Aug. 1 in 
the camp near Hot Springs, N.C., for interned alien 
enemies, but it is now under control. There are two 
camps, one occupied by interned officers and supplied 
with water furnished from Hot Springs, the second oc- 
cupied by those of lower rank and furnished with water 
from driven wells. The first is free from typhoid but 
about a hundred cases broke out in the second camp, 
clearly indicating with other confirming facts that the 
water there caused the discase. These prison camps had 


not been under the control of the Medical Department 
of the Army until about the middle of July and one of 
the interned men had received prophylactic treatment for 
the prevention of disease. As

soon as conditions became 


known to the Medical Department the prisoners in the 
second camp, with the exception of suspects and those 
already attacked by the disease, were transferred to the 
detention camp at Oglethorpe, Ga. The medical officers 
in charge have administered typhoid prophylaxis to all 


prisoners of suitable age. While there were several far 


talities at the finst of the outbreak the epidemic of ty- 
phoid is well under control and there is no danger of its 
spreading.

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HEALTH OF THE SERVICES. 


The health conditions in the Navy remain excellent. 
The death rate from disease only during the week end- 
ing Aug. 16 was 1.2, as contrasted with 1.7 for the pre- 
ceding week.

The admission rate for the week was 510, 
showing a slight increase over that of the preceding 
week, whoch was 432.

REPLACEMENT FORCES FOR MARINES. 


General Pershing has requested that the Marine 
Corps establish a force of replacement troops with the 
American Expeditionary Force in a ratio which has 
never before been asked for in any other branch of the 
Service. He has requested that replacements amount- 
ing to 100 per cent. of the Marines attached to his 
forces be kept available. The replacement forces of 
the Marines now in France, with the brigade which has 
been in course of training for foreign service, will more 
than double the number of Marines serving with the 
Expeditionary Force. It is undergtood that General 
Lejeune is soon to receive a number of additions to his 
staff from the officers of the Marine Corps who are now 
on duty on this side. 
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AN UNAUTHORIZED SERVICE RIBBON, 


Several officers who have returned to the United States 
from service with the A.E.F. in France are wearing a 
ribbon which they state is for Mexican service. This 
particular ribbon has a center of green with narrow 
blue and yellow stripes at either end. No ribbon of this 
design has ever been authorized by the War Department, 
and so far as orders received from General Pershing in- 
dicate no such ribbon has been authorized by him; if 
General Pershing has authorized it no copy of the order 
has ever been received at the War Department. The 
Mexican service ribbon, as described in Par, 016014, 
Changes No. 1 of the Uniform Specifications, §.R. 42, 
comprises a green stripe, 2 band of yellow, a band of 
blue, a band of yellow, a ain stripe. Since the pas- 
sage of the bill authorizing the issue of a medal and 
ribbon to certain of the officers and men of the National 
Guard who served on the Mexican border (an instant 
ruling on which is discussed on page 1975 of this issue) 
a number of officers have been providing themselves with 
and wearing the recognized Mexican service ribbon, 
although many of them are doing so without the authori- 
zation of The Adjutant General. The War Department 
has under consideration a design for the National Guard 
Mexican border service medal and at the same time wil] 
provide a specification for the ribbon.

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THE ADJUTANT GENERAL’S OFFICE. 
General McCain to Command 12th Division. 

The announcement that Major Gen. Henry P. McCain 
had been relieved from duty as The Adjutant General of 
the Army and assigned to the command of the 12th Divi- 
sion at Camp Devens, Mass., was a distinct surprise to 
every one about the War Department. It had been 
known for some time that General McCain was anxious 
for an opportunity for field service and it was realized 
that the Department, appreciating the efficiency of his 
administration, preferred if it was consistent, to retain 
him in the post he had filled with such universal satis- 
faction to the Service and to all those outside of the 
Service who had business with the War Departmment. 

There has never been in the history of the War De- 
partment a more trying period and one that has required 
more tact, ability and good hard common sense, than 
that in which General MceCain has served as The Ad- 
tant General. During that period of his service the 
greatest growth in the history of the Army has been wit- 
nessed and the increase in the accompanying paper work 
has been stupendous. It was soon after General McCain 
became The Adjutant General that war clouds appeared 
on the world’s horizon, and as the sky drew darker each 
day the problems in our own War Department became 
more acute. At that time there were seventeen com- 
missioned officers on duty with The Adjutant General 
and 583 civilian employees. At the present time there 
are more than fifty officers and 3,250 in the civilian per- 
sonnel attached to The Adjutant General’s office. 

The demands upon this increased personnel are indi- 
cated by the fact that in 1914 the pieces of mail han- 
died in that office averaged 3,000 per day. At the pres- 
ent time the average is 100,000 pieces of mail per day 
and in one day of the past week 258,000 communications 
were received and disposed of. The monthly average 
amount of mail is 13,000,000 printed forms and other 
matter written and printed. In the Records Division 
alone it will be interesting to note that in 1914 there 
were less than 5,000 officers in the U.S. Army and ap- 
proximately 100,000 men. To-day there are 169,600 
officers and approximately 3,000,000 men. The number 
of individuals who served in the Federal Army during 
the entire period of the Civil War has been estimated at 
2,128,948, the greatest strength at any one time being 
attained on April 30, 1865, on which date it aggregated 
1,034,064. The total number of men now actually in the 
Service is therefore approximately one million greater 
than the total number of individuals who served in the 
Federal Army during the entire period of the Civil War 
and is far more than the greatest strength of any army 
heretofore put into the field by the United States. In 
order to keep the records of this Army in accurate shape 
and to provide officers to command it it has been neces- 
sary to organize training camps in various sections of 
the country and numberless other schools to supply the 
additional non-commissioned personnel for the handling 
of the records as well as to care for the prisoners of war 
and interned alien enemies. 

Of course the most noticeable increase in the business 
of The Adjutant General’s office has taken place since 
April 6, 1917, for it was then by reason of the nation’s 
state of unpreparedness that work at high pressure be 
came necessary. The most serious problem which con- 
fronted the Department at that time was the question of 
obtaining a sufficient number of competent officers. At 
the begnning of hostilities the officers of the Regular 
Army numbered about 5,800; including those of the 
Medical Department and other non-combatant forces and 
those who held commissions in the National Guard and 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps; the available supply of offi- 
cers was approximately 20,000, which number was wholly 
inadequate to meet the immedidte needs. The Nation 
was fortunate in having in The Adjutant General’s of- 
fice at that time a man big enough and broad enough to 
take hold of the establishment of training camps and 
officers’ schools by which the available and excellent ma- 
terial was developed in the courses of intensive training 
provided through the machinery of the office. The work 
of these training schools and the rapidity with which offi- 
cers were made proficient is one of the brightest spots 
of the record of the United States inthe present struggle 
Four series of officers’ training camps have been col 
ducted. In the present series of training schools there 
are twenty-seven schools, twenty-four of which are le 
eated in Army divisions, the thrée others being in the 
Philippines, Panama and Hawaii, and in addition to 
these there are the Central Officers’ Training Schools at 
the Replacement camps which. it is intended to continue 
for an indefinite period, graduating a large number of 
men each month—those who are qualified for commis 


sions. 
Im recounting the activities of The Adjutant General's 


office especial importance should be given to the matte 





of handling reports of casualties in the American Hxpe 
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ditionary Force. It is necessary for the office to send 
promptly a notification by telegram to the family of the 
soldier; and this is not done until each name on every 
list has been carefully verified. Out of consideration for 
the families and relatives of soldiers who have been 
killed or wounded the lists are not made public until 
sufficient time has elapsed for this notice to be received 
by the relatives. Statistics have been compiled and are 
being kept constantly up to date showing the number of 
casualties of every nature that have occurred in the 
A.E.F. since the first contingent of troops was sent 
abroad, and charts are now in course of preparation 
which will illustrate these details in a graphic manner. 
Furthermore, a complete alphabetical list is being com- 
piled of all individuals who have died in the military 
Service, whether in the United States and its possessions, 
or abroad with the A.E.F., since the United States en- 
tered into active participation in the war. Every inquiry 


regarding individuals with our forces abroad which can 
be answered without divulging military information of 
value to the enemy receives careful attention. The 


painstaking care that has been given to the working ‘out 
of all these details is due to a great extent to the appre- 
ciation felt by The Adjutant General for the feelings of 
those who have relatives at the front. This same care 
and attention has been exercised in looking after the 
interests of those of our soldiers who have been priso- 
ners, and The Adjutant General's office has at all times 
co-operated with ,.the organizations which devote especial 
attention to this class of work. 

The system of records now being maintained, which is 
to a large degree attributable to the personal. study of 
General McCain, is perhaps the most complete bureau of 
information of its type that has ever been maintained by 
any nation. The advance that has been made in the 
U.S. Army in the matter of keeping personnel records is 
one of the achievements of General McCain’s administra- 
tion. Officers of the Army have been relieved under the 
administration of General McCain of a large part of the 
paper work which was incumbent under the old regula- 
tions. The burden of company commanders in this re- 
spect has been lessened and the circumlocution of offi- 
cial correspondence materially reduced. During the four 
years that General McCain has been The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army he has not missed a day at his office, 
and frequently he has been -the last officer to leave the 
building during the night. He has signed more than 
150,000 commissions since the beginning of the war, ex- 
clusive of the promotions, which in.each instance re- 
quired his personal attention. The four years have been 
hard years but throughout the Army they haye been years 
of satisfaction to the Service and in the matter of re- 
sults General McCain has made a record of which he, 
the Service and the nation may be proud. 


General Harris Acting Adjutant General. 


Brig. Gen. -Peter OC. Harris, U.S.A., who has been 
appointed The Acting Adjutant General, is a native of 
Georgia. He was appointed a cadet at the Military 
Academy June 15, 1884, and upon his graduation was 
assigned as a sécond lieutenant of the 13th Infantry. 
He remained in the 13th Infantry when appointed a 
first lieutenant July 5, 1895. When he attained the 
grade of captain, March 16, 1899, he was assigned to 
the 9th Infantry, with which he served until April 13, 
1908, when he was transferred to the 16th Infantry. 
On Aug. 12, 1908, he was transferred to the 24th In- 
fantry, with which command he remained until March 3, 
1911, when he was promoted to major and assigned to 
the 5th Infantry. On Sept. 17, 1912, he was transferred 
to the 13th Infantry and on Sept. 1, 1914, he was de- 
tailed to The Adjutant General’s Office and he has been 
on duty in that office since that date. His appointment 
to brigadier general came with the organization of the 
National Army, having been preceded by the promo- 
tion through the other grades. 

General Harris served on the General Staff from 
March 28, 1907, until March 27, i911. He was an honor 
graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry School in 1895, 
and graduated from the Army War College in 1908, 
During his service in The Adjutant General’s Office he 
has devoted much careful study to the simplification of 
Army records and has co-operated with others in the 
important changes which have been made in that re- 
spect during the administration of General McCain, 
and it is probable that no man in the Service has eyer 
given more intelligent study .to this subject. General 
Harris was in entire charge of the recent revision of 


“the regulations covering company records, by which 


company commanders have been relieved of a tremen- 
dous amount of-paper work. The recently adopted regu- 
lations placing the preparation of muster and pay rolls 
in the hands of personnel officers is one of the greatest 
achievements in that respect and kas earned the grati- 
tude of every line officer in the Army. In General 
Harris General McCain has at all times had an assist- 
ant who, while ever ready to maintain the traditions of 
the Army, has realized that there has at all times been 
a certain amount of unnecessary paper work. Genera] 
Harris is a man of charming personality, who has the 
friendship of his fellow officers and has earned their con- 
fidence and esteem by his efficiency and zeal. Few men 
are better qualified to deal with the affairs of The Adju- 
tant General's office, which demands contact with many 
people who are not in the Army and who are not fa- 
miliar with its customs and its requirements. If the 
permanent assignment as The Adjutant General goes 
to General Harris everyone who is familiar with hig 
qualifications feels sure that he will make a splendid 
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record in that office, which has been held by so many of 
the ablest officers of the Army. 
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DATE OF NAVY PROMOTIONS. 


When the Secretary of the Navy approves the re- 
port of the Navy Selection Board (which was printed 
in full in the issue of the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL for 
Aug. 17, page 1939) the neminations for promotions 
will be made by the President in the following order:

As of July 23, in the list of lieutenant commanders 
to be promoted to permanent rank of commander are 
the names of three officers, Kurtz, Cook, Enochs. 

As of July 27, in the list of lieutenant comnianders 
to be promoted to temporary rank of commanders ap- 
pear the names of 109 officers, Bonvillian to Alfred H. 
Miles, inclusive. 

Those officers whose names are not noted above will 
be nominated as of later date and receive their promo- 
tions as the Navy is increased in strength. 
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NAVY WORK IN COAST PROTECTION. 


In order to maintain the full protection of the Ameri- 
can coast the Navy has evolved a most complete system 
of coast patrol that has been wonderfully effective when 
the number of ships that are constantly traversing the 
waters adjacent to our coast is considered, and none of 
the disasters that has occurred off our shores is in any 
way attributable to the neglect of the Navy Department. 
Whenever the presence of submarines has been indi- 
cated, and that has been frequently, a complete system 
of warning has been sent out. The extent and charac- 
ter of this patrol has never been disclosed fally, but it 
comprises cruisers, destroyers, submarines and submarine 
chasers. But even with the most complete patrol it is 
not deemed extraordinary that an occasional submarine 
may slip in and destroy some shipping. It is probable 
that at no time have there been more than three German 
submarines off the coast of the United States and one of 
these submarines has probably been accounted for. 

The report published that a commander. of a German 
submarine told some of his victims that he had visited 





a theater in New -York is not an impossibility. The _ 


statement has even been made by the captain of one of 
the wrecked ships that while ina saloon in New York 
he recognized and was recognized by an officer of the sub- 
marine which sunk his ship. The captain said that he 
was so unnerved by his experience and surprised. when 
he saw the German that he allowed the man to escape 
without attempting to apprehend him. It is probable 


that the Navy Department does not accept the state- - 


ment of the U-boat victim in its entirety, but there is 
no reason why a submarine might not occasionally send 
one of its crew ashore, as some of the submarines en- 
countered off the French and English coasts have been 
equipped with collapsible boats which were used for 
boarding purposes. There is no denial from official 
sources of the statement that the German submarines 
have twice cut the cables along the coast. In each case 
the cable has been repaired within a reasonable time 
and search made for the submarine. 

Scarcely a day passes without new ships of one type 
or another being added to the American Navy and addi- 
tional ships being made available for patrol duty: De- 
vices with which the new ships are being equipped ren- 
der it unlikely that a submarine will successfully avoid 
them once the submarine is located, but the vast space 
to be covered indicates the difficulty, in fact, the im- 
possibility, of covering every foot of space. Each day 
decreases the menace from German submarines and in- 
creases the protection against them. The total of ac- 
complishment by the U-boats may be summarized in the 
destruction of fishing craft, strewing of mines and the 


sinking of one or two merchant ships, none of which ° 


accomplishments has any real military value. It has 
not been disclosed how many mines the Navy craft have 
swept up, but the main channels of commerce have been 
kept free from them. The most serious loss caused from 
that source was the sinking of the U.S.S. San Diego, 
It is a fact that large numbers of ships leave American 
ports every day and their progress has not been retarded. 
There is no doubt that the German naval officials know 
they are going but the complete protection afforded by 
our Navy convoys has prevented any interference by the 
submarines._ That the lanes of - travel followed -by the 
tankers from the Mexican oil fields and from the Texas 
oil fields are guarded is proven by the prompt and regu- 
larly maintained delivery of fuel at the sipply bases in 
Europe. The line of patrol vessels may be-said to ex- 
tend from Newfoundland to the Isthmus of Panama, 
and with the complete chain of naval ‘aeronautic bases 
and coast guard that has been maintained it is un- 
likely that a submarine will be able to operate often 
with success at any point along this line, Every day 


a mee Sommers ne 
the line is being strengthened and the chances for- suc- 
cessful operation of submarines are being lessened. 

There is reason to believe that approximately 200 
German submarines have been destroyed since the be- 
ginning of the war. Official figures have been pub- 
lished indicating that about 170 have been/destroyed 
and those figures were not made up of uncertainties. It 
is unlikely that the German navy, which probably has 
less than 125 submarines left, will attempt any exten- 
sive raiding along the Atjantic coast. So far as the 
operation of our Navy in foreign waters is concerned 
enough has been published to show that our participa- 
tion with the Allies has been of material assistance and 
the number of American naval air bases along the Brit- 
ish, Frerch and Mediterranean shores is not inconsid- 
erable, and is a strong indication of the splendid co- 
ordination and co-operation of our Navy with the navies 
of our Allies. 
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RECONSTRUCTING A RUSSIAN FRONT, 


By merely quoting half of what he actually said Gen- 
eral March has been made to appear, in some of the 
daily papers, in the light of criticizing the Government’s 
policy in sending troops to Siberia. While the Chief of 
Staff was giving the members of the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs information as to the American mili- 
tary policy being “centered on the western front,” Sena- 
tor Johnson asked if we were not trying to invade Rus- 
sia. General March said in reply that “as a military 
proposition I say, without any qualification whatever, 
that the idea of trying to establish an eastern front in 
Russia with a little handful of: Americans is simply 
ridiculous.” What the papers omitted to add, however, 
in endeavoring to give a different construction to what 
he said, was kis reply to Senator Johnson’s query, “but 
is not that what we are undertaking?’ the terse state- 
ment: “No, we are not.” From events transpiring with- 
in the last ten days it would apjear that, from the Ger- 
man viewpoint, a Russian front was being reconstructed 
by a series of military events which fully illustrate what 
an extraordinary problem the Russian ‘situation pre- 
sents. Leaving the question of the landing of Japanese 
and American troops at Vladivostok aside, the British 
have landed an expeditionary force at Baku and seized 
that town on the Caspian Sea. They are co-operating 
with the Armenians and Bolsheviki here in fighting the 
Turks while the Allied expedition on the Murman coast 
are fighting against the Bolsheviki forces. The Don 
Cossacks, under their hetman, Dutoff, are fighting the 
Bolsheviki with something like the old discipline of this 
cavalry organization restored. And the Czecho-Slovak 
forces are also fightipg against German-Bolsheviki 
troops in Siberia and along the line of the Trans-Siberian 
railroad as far west as Samara on the Volga River. To 
the Germans all these military movements must wear 
the face of a Russian front with a vengeance. 
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More GENERAL OFFICERS NOMINATED. 


The list of Officers of the Army nominated for promo- 
tion to general rank, which was sent to the Senate by 
the President on Aug. 22, which appears on page 1986, 
supplies suftivient officers of the grades of major general 
and brigadier to meet only the present requirements of 
the Expeditionary Force. It is probable that some of 
the officers who have received advanced grade will be 
sent to foreign service at an earlier date than their for- 
mer assignments to divisions would indicate. The num- 
ber of brigadier generals will probably be considerably 
augmented within a very short time and an additional 
list of about twenty-five brigaGiers is said to be under 
consideration. There is nothing to indicate when it 
may be announced. A number of the officers in the list 
announced on Thursday have undoubtedly received their 
promotions through the recommendations of General 
Pershing, with whom they have ‘been serving with the 
Expeditionary Force. In other instances, notably that 
of General Estes, promotion was clearly given in recog- 
nition of. efficient work in the General Staff in this 
country. That of General Churchill was afiticipated 
when that officer was designated as the Chief of the 
Army Intelligence Section. A number of the general 
officers are from the younger. colonels. of the Army and 
in each case there is undoubtedly a recognition of effi- 
ciency and service rendered for.the good of the Army. 
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Moror TRANSPORT CORPS. 

While. the order has been issued designating Col. 
Charles B. Drake of the General Staff to.organize the 
Motor ‘Transport Corps the order creating thé corns 
itself has mot been given out for publication. The gen- 
eral provisions of the order have been thoroughly deter- 
mined upon and it is understood that the article pub- 
lished in the Army AND Navy JournaL of Aug. 17 
outlined with fair accuracy the functions of the new 
corps. Some officers d ftke General Staff hold that the 
new corps should not be a part of the Quartermaster 
Corps under the direction of the Division of Purchase, 
Supply, Storage and Traffic, but should be under the 
Division of Operations of the’Generai: Staff. The rea- 
son advanced for this is the tremendous growth of the 
corps and its more direct relations with the operations 
branch than with any other division. In the meantime 
Colonel Drake is going ahead with his plans, but he 
has given no intimation as to what they are. It is ex- 
pected that~he will receive the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral when the Motor Transport Corps is organized and 
takes over the function of the Motor Transport Service. 
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“ NEW GENERAL OFFICERS NOMINATED. 


President Wilson sent to the Senate on Aug. 22 the 
nominations of officers of the Army to general rank, in- 
cluding Major Gens; Henry P. McCain, The Adjutant 
General, and Jessie McI.

Ireland to be Assistant Surgeon General with rank of 
major general; eleven brigadier generals to be major 
generals in the U.S. Army; forty-four colonels to be

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ARMY PROMOTION RULES, 


Regulations for appointment and promotion of offi- 
cers in the United States Army: in accordance with the 
unification of the Army directed by G.O. 75, War D., of 
Aug. 7, 1918, published on page 1912, our issue of Aug. 
10, were announced by the Chief of Staff, Gen. Peyton 
C. March, U.S.A., on Aug. 22, as follows: 


VACANCIES—HOW FILLED. 


Training schools will be maintained to prepare selected non- 
commissioned officers and privates for commissions. 

Vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant in a regiment 
or separate unit will be filled, in so far as practicable, by the 
appointment of candidates from the unit who have passed 
through these schools. In exceptional cases, for gallantry in 
action and demonstrated fitness, enlisted men may be appointed 
second lieutenants, though not graduates of the training 
schools. 

Vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant not filled in the 
foregoing manner will be filled by transfer or assignment. 

Vacancies in grades below that of lieutenant colonel and 
above that-of second lieutenant in any regiment or separate 
unit will be filled, as far as practicable, by the promotion of 
officers selected from the next lower grade in the regiment or 
separate unit in which the vacancy ‘occurs. 

In case of necessity the selection may be made from officers 
in the next lower grade in the same arm or corps within the 
corps. 





Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel. 


Vacancies in the grade of colonel and lieutenant colonel will 
be filled, as far as practicable, by selection from officers in the 
next lower grade in the same arm of the service, the division 
to which the organization in which the vacancy occurs is 
assigned or attached fer service. 

Vacancies in any commissioned grade within a division may 
be filled by transfer of officers of the same grade and arm or 
corps of the service by competent authority, when the interests 
of the service demand such action. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR APPOINTMENT. 


A personnel board will be organized in each separate unit 
and regiment, or higher unit. The board will be appointed by 
the unit commander to recommend to him details, assignments 
and appointments ef officers. The board will be permanent, 
but the members thereof will be changed, so that no member 
will serve continuously more than three months, and, having 
served three months, he will pot serve again until the ex- 
piration of three months. 

Recommendations for appointment must be based solely on 
demonstrated fitness and capacity and without regard to 
seniority, except that selections will ordinarily be made from 
the next lower grade. 

In the United States and its possessions commanding gen- 
erals of divisions and of separate units will submit recom- 
mendations to The Adjutant General of the Army to fill vacan- 
cies in organizations forming part of their command. 

While serving in expeditionary forces similar recommenda- 
tions will be made to the commanding general of the expedi- 
tionary forces. Commanding generals of expeditionary forces 
serving abroad are authorized, pending the approval of the 
War Department, to fill all vacancies in their command below 
the grade of general! officer. 


Coast Artiltery. 


When a vacancy occurs in an organization of the Coast 
Artillery. not serving with a division or higher tactical unit 
or in an expeditionary force abroad, the Chief of Coast Ar- 
tillery will-submit a recommendation to The Adjutant General 
of the Army for filling such vacancy. 

When an organization of the Coast Artillery is serving with 
a division or higher tactical unit or expeditionary force, the 
same rules with respect to appointment and promotion apply 
as in the case of other arms of the service. 

Staf Officers. 

When a vacancy exists in a staff corps or department within 
the territorial limits of the United States in a grade above the 
lowest commissioned grade authorized by law, such vacancy 
shall be filled by promotion or assignment on recommendation 
of the chief of the bureau. When such vacancy exists ina 
staff corps or department in an expeditionary force, the va- 
cancy will be filled upon the recommendation of the command- 
ing general of the expeditionary force in which the vacancy 
occurs; and the commander of such expeditionary force may 
fill such vacancies by temporary appointments or by assign- 
ments, subject to the approval of the War Department. 

Appointments and promotions in the Staff Corps, as well as 
in the line, will be made solely to obtain efficiency. The policy 
of the Department is, however, that only for exceptional merit 
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will staff officers be advanced in grate above meritorious con- 
temporaries in the line. 
Officers Not Covered by the Above Paragraphs. 

Commanding officers of expeditionary forces serving abroad, 
to whom officers detached from tactical units and serving 
abroad report, will make recommendations as to the promotion 
of such officers. 

The chiefs of their respective corps and their commanding 
officers or the officers to whom they report will make recom- 
mendation for the promotion of officers not covered by the 
preceding paragraphs of this order.

CONGRESS DISCUSSES MAN-POWER BILL. 

Secretary of War Baker and Gen. Peyton C. March 
appeared before the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs on Aug. 19 for the purpose of testifying as to the 
Adwministration’s new man-power bill. General March 
declared that with 4,000,000 American soldiers fighting 
on the western front in France next year, consisting of 
divisions to be obtained by increasing the draft ages, 
the war can be won in 1919. Continuing, he explained 
that while it was the intention of the Government to 
delay taking boys of eighteen and nineteen as long as 
possible, yet the country should entertain no mistaken 
idea as to the purpose of the military authorities to in- 
crease the Army to ninety-eight divisions as quickly as 
possible and te, have eighty divisions ready by the end 
of next June. He added that as it would be necessary 
to give the men who will come under the next draft at 
least from four to six months’ training in this country, 
the youths between eighteen and nineteen will be brought 
into active service here at almost the same time as those 


of greater age. 

In defining some of the policies of the War Depart- 
ment in connection with the proposed bill, General 
March said no nation has men in the Army of a lower 
age than eighteen, with perhaps the exception of Ger- 
many. As a principle he thought the maximum is fifty 
and the minimum eighteen years, but in Germany some 
are found as young as sixteen. He thought that by 
June 30, 1919, the United States will need all men from 
eighteen to forty-five. “We must not conclude that the 
men between eighteen. and nineteen are going to be de- 
ferred any length of time,” he said. “No committee ought 
to make a law that will prevent the War Department 
from going into the eighteen and nineteen year class when 

” He added that the strength of the Army

In answer to a question by Congressman Kahn of the 
committee, General March replied that with eighty divi- 
sions in France on the western front “we can go through 


the German line. That is my firm belief.” 


Secretary Baker said the new registrants would be 
divided into three classes. and that while the junior 
class, eighteen to nineteen years, would be called into 


active service last, it would be at almost the same time 


as those in other classes. ‘Those men who have mar- 
ried since the extension of the ages has been proposed, 
and who are subject to military service, and who expect 
to be able to avoid it by marriage, will find themselves 
disappointed... He declined to oppose the anti-strike 


amendment to the bill. He objected to the assertion 


that the measure is intended to conscript labor, as was 
suggested by Congressman Lunn, of Schenectady, N.Y., 
who represents the labor interests on the committee 


and who is flatly opposed to the amendment. Secretary 
3aker said that it is the policy of the War Department 
to take men from the farms for the draft, but in such a 
way as to still permit farmers to operate. Provost 
Marshal General Crowder interjected that this was left 
in the hands of the district examining boards. 

Debate on the bill opened in the Senate and the House 
Aug. 22. In the Senate a few members opposed calling 
men from eighteen to twenty-one in the draft, but it 
was apparent that a majority favored the eighteen to 
forty-five age limits. Senator Cummins offered an 
amendment to the anti-strike clause, which was ac- 
cepted, that all grievances be submitted to an arbitra- 
tion board where findings shall be accepted without dis- 
pute by strikers. 

In speaking against taking men of eighteen Senator 
Chamberlain said: “What I should like to see, would 
be an American Army at the front under an American 
officer, fighting under the American flag, and not brig- 
aded with any of dur Allies. We sent them over so 
slowly at first—I am not criticizing anybody for it, 
just calling attention to the fact—that we did not have 
units large enough to fight under the American flag 
itself and we brigaded them with the French and Brit- 
ish forces. It was like brigading life with death, taking 
these young men fresh from the field and the forge and 
the farm, with all the life that America can give, and 
brigading them with men who had been fighting for four 
long, tedious years.” 

Senator Reed in favoring the eighteen-year-old clause 
said the situation on the western front is “critical,” 
and that the balance of power is not with the Allies, 
“There is no use disguising the facts,” he said. “There 
is no use in fiamboyant and foolish boasting. There ig 
no sense in fooling the American people.” He char- 
acterized as “extberant fancy” a report based upon an 
official telegram from the War Department describing 
a flight of American airplanes over the German lines. 
No one could tell from the reports, he said, exactly what 
had happened. He alluded to it, he sai as an in- 
stance of “what has been part of the policy right along.” 
He insisted thet it was “worse than unfair” to the 
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1,500,000 American fighters in France to fail to back 
them up with ample reinforcements.” 

In the House Congressman Kahn aroused much en- 
thusiasm in a speech urging that men of eighteen be 
taken in the draft.

OUR THIRTY-TWO DIVISIONS IN FRANCE. 


General March specified the numbers of the thirty- 
two divisions we have in France in the course of his 
mid-week interview with the Washington correspond- 
ent on Aug. 1. The Chief of Staff, after briefly discuss- 
ing the situation on the western front, mentioned that 
“in the Vosges the 5th U.S. Division, in the sector of 
St. Die, which has been quiet for a long time, captured 
the town of Frapelle, eliminating a very sharp salient 
where the line is only four miles from the German fron- 
tier.” He then took up the number of our divisions 
and the question of transport. 

“We have now in Fratice the following divisions,” he 
said: “ist, 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, 26th, 27th, 28th, 29th, 
30th, 32d, 33d, 35th, 36th, 37th, 41st, 42d, 76th, 77 
78th, 79th, 80th, Sist, 82d, 83d, 85th, S¥th, 90th, 
92d, 98d—thirty-two divisions of troops. In getting 
these divisions over and in projecting a larger program, 
which has now been presented to Congress, the success- 
ful accomplishment of such a feat depends of course on 
having shipping. When war broke out the United States 
had no shipping marine, as you all know, and in order 
to accomplish what we have accomplished we have had 
to scour the world for ships. Ships coming in from the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation keep swelling the number 
at our disposal, and we took over German interned 
ships, requisitioned Dutch ships, and we chartered and 
hired from other nations all the ships we could charter 
and hire from them. That is where a large portion of 
the American money goes that is contributed; the contri- 
bution of ships is paid for by the American people. We 
have had in addition to that one ship which really was 
given to us. Brazil gave us a ship for two trips with- 
out any compensation at all, and so far as I know that is 
the only ship we got that way. In orier to carry out 
the still larger program, before the shipping fleet con- 
struction gets to the point where they can. carry it, it 
will be necessary for us to hire and charter other ships 
in sufficient quanttity to carry it through.” 

In response to questions submitted by the various 
correspondents the Chief of Staff made the following 
statements: “As part of its training the 80th Division 
was sent to the British in Flanders, and after complet- 
ing its instruction on the line all- elements were with- 
drawn. The 76th Division is a Replacement Division 
stationed in the back areas. The 26th Division was in 
the attack near Chateau-Thierry in July and took part 
in the capture of Torcy and Belleau. It advanced past 
Bouesches and was relieved before it reached the Ourcq 
about July 22. American troops have not reached the 
fighting part of the Italian front at all. General Per- 
shing has not yet indicated that he has placed another 
officer in command of General Duncan’s division. Dur- 
ing the next few days a list containing nominations for 
the rank of major general will go to the Senate. Some 
of these have been recommended from this counttry and 
some from the A.E.F. General—Pershing will select 
whomever he pleases from those appointed in France 
and put him in charge of that division.”

Artillery Officers Get Commissions. 


Before a great gathering of soldiers and citizens, 1,095 
candidate officers received commissions as second lieu- 
tenants of Field Artillery at the first graduating exer- 
cises of the Field Artillery Officers’ Training Center at 
Camp Zachary Taylor on Aug. 17. The men came from 
practically every state in the Union. All except 120, 
who will be retained at the school as instructors, im- 
mediately were assigned to stations at other canton- 
ments.

Contracts for Uniform Cloth for Army. 

Contracts for the purchase of olive drab Melton cloth, 
to be used in the manufacture of woolen uniforms for 
the Army and amounting to $4,709,250 have been ap- 
proved by the Board of Review in the Office of the 
Quartermaster General. Among other purchase trans- 
actions approved is one for $5,600 worth of potato 
mashers and one for 18,000 gross of hooks and eyes, 
costing $11,500, the latter for reclamation work. 


Fresh Pork for Troops Two Days in Ten. 

Fresh pork is now being issued to the troops in the 
camps and cantonments thre ghout the United States 
two days in every ten as a temporary substitute for 
fresh beef. There is an abundance of fresh pork at this 
time while the supply of fresh beef is not up to normal 
requirements. This temporary substitution will mean 
the serving of large quantities of beef, and is expected 
to relieve somewhat the recent strained prices for that 
commodity. The action was taken on the recommenda- 
tion of the Subsistence Division of the Quartermaster 
Corps. 

New Field Artillery Camps Named. 

The new Field Artillery camp to be situated near 
Stithton, Ky., is to be named Camp Knox. This is in 
honoror Henry Knox, who was Secretary of War from 
1785 to 1794. Henry Knox was a brigadier general and 


Chief of Artillery of the U.S. Army from 1776 to 1782 
and was promoted to major general in 1782.

Jonas Rosenthal, a former Confederate, made 
the presentation address, which- expressed the hi 
esteem in which General Hodges was held by the peo- 
ple of the town. The cover of the mahogany chest con- 
taining the silver, each piece of which bore the Gen- 
eral’s name, had a large gold plate attached with the 
following inscription: “Gen. H. C. Hodges, command- 
ing 39th Division, Camp Beauregard, Alexandria, La. 
With esteem and affection from the citizens of Alex- 
andria, Aug. 1, 1918.”

Standards of Physical Examination. 

Instructions haye been given to amend at once Sec- 
tion 85, Standards of Physical Examination Govern- 
ing the entrance to all branches of the Armies of the 
United States, approved June 5, 1918, to read as fol- 
lows: “85. Registrants who on examination are found 
to present the following defects shall be unconditionally 
rejected: (a) Less than sixty inches in height, except 
for insular troops for military service. (b) Less than 
110 pounds in weight, except for insular troops, unless 
it is plainly due to some recent illness or to employment 
and environment of civil life which is considered reme- 
diable by camp life.” Paragraphs (c), (d) and (e) are 
unchanged. 


Inspects Department by Airplane. 


An unusual trip for a—department commander was 
made by Major Gen. Willard A. Holbrook, N.A. (Col., 
Cav.), commander of the Southern Department; Col. 
G. V. S. Quackenbush, N.A. (Lieut. Col., Inf.), com- 
mander of Kelly Field; Capt. A. M. Hill, Capt. B. M.— 
Compton and Lieut. Frank M. Bartlett, when an 
eighty-mile inspection trip of the department was made 
by airplane in one hour and fifteen minutes. Leaving 
Fort Sam Houston soon after noon on Aug. 16 the party 
flew to Austin, where a call was made on Governor W. 
P. Hobby, after which the department commander in- 
spected the School of Military Aeronautics, the School 
for Attto Mechanics and Camp Mabry. The trip was 
made in five machines. The trip was uneventful. with 
the exception of various loops, turns and tailspins made 
by the pilots. 

The Aerial Mail Service. 

In advising the Secretary of War on Aug. 21 of the 
completion of the transfer of the flying operations’ of the 
Aerial Mail Service from the direction of the War De- 
partment to that of the Post Office Department the 
Postmas‘er General commended the six Army. officers 
who operated the airplanes daily between Washington 
and New York, and asked that the testimony of their 
services be made part of their military record.._Those 
named are Lieut. J. C. Edgerton, N.A.;-Lieut. E. W. 
Killgore, N.A.; Lieut. Walter Miller, N.A.; Lieut. 
Stephen Bonsal, N.A.; Lieut. T. H.. Web, N.A., and 
Lieut. H. P Culver, N.A. Out of a total of 270 flights 
conducted by the Air Service in carrying the U.S. mail, 
covering a total of 421% hours of flying, only sixteen 
forced landings were made. From May 15 to Aug. 
the period during which flying operations were condu 
by the military authorities, a total of tweny and one- 
quarter tons of letter mail was dispatched between New 
York and Washington, at a saving of time of from two 
to two and one-half hours daily. 

Shooting at.Camp Merritt. : 

For some time friction has existed between the white 
and colored troops at Camp Merritt, N.J. It culminated 
on the night of Aug. 17, when a colored private jostled 
a white sergeant in a Y.M.C.A. hut. -The non-commis- 
sioned officer resented what he regarded as an intended 
insult by the negro and a crowd collected. The guard 
was called out to disperse the men, some of whom 
seemed inglined to resist the guard. One of the latter 
fired a shot which killed a negro private, and more shots 
were fired by others, with the result that four negro 
privates were wounded.. The officer in direct command 


of the camp placed thirteen members of the guard under 
arrest. No charges have been brought any of

Gallantry of Gaptain Mosher. 


Letters received from an officer of the 28th Infantry 
by relatives of Capt. Henry Mosher, cited by Major Gen. 
R. L. Bullard in recent orders (A.P. dispatch, Aug. 15) 
for “conspicuous gallintry in action during the opera- 
tions connected with the capture and defense of Can- 
tigny, from May 27 to 31,” say in part: “I cannot ex- 
press to you hcw ‘infinitely cool and brave were his 
actions as we advanced upon and attacked the German 
trenches defending the fortified town of Cantigny. With 
his trench cane hooked over his left arm he dealt death 
to five Germans, shooting them down as nonchalantly as 
if at target practice. Almost his last act was to drag 
a wounded private through heavy shell fire to a place 
of safety. His example was an inspiration to all his 
officers and men and we are filled with grief at his 
gving.”

Seven of the crew of the U.S.S.Montauk were lost 
when the craft was driven ashore by a northeast gale 
on -Cumberland Islaad, twenty miles north of Fernan- 
dina, Fla., on Aug. 21. The Montauk encountered the 
gale about midnight of Aug. 20 gnd at noon of the fol- 
lowing day ter engine broke down. Her anchor chains 
parted at midnight Avg. 21 and she was soon driven 
ashore. The seven men were lost in the breakers trying 
to reach the beach. The Montauk is a complete loss. 
She began to break up soon after grounding. Seventeen 
survivors have been landed at Fernandina, and the body 
of one of the crew ‘had been recovered by the night of 
no 22. The M-=tauk was a boat of the special patrol 
class. 


Secretary Daniels Speaks of Our Future Navy. 

At a dinner given by the Mayor’s Committee of Na- 
tional Defense at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New York 
city, on Aug. 21, to the officers of the Argentine dread- 
nought Rivadavia and the Brazilian dreadnought Sao 
Paulo, Secretary of the Navy Daniels, who was one 
of the principal speakers at the dinner, said: “We 
are constructing a Navy and the work will go on 
untii we have the greatest Navy in the world, which 
will strengthen the hands of our republic and your re- 
publics, a Navy that, joined with the navies of our sis- 
ter republics, will sail the free seas, free forever, with 
no hindrance from submarines er mines and bring about 
those ties of fraternity and of commerce and trade 
which shall develop your resources and our resources, 
and give to the Americans the place the founders 
dreamed of.” Among those at the dinner were Major

Increased Navy for Argentina. 


President Irigoyen of the Argentine Republic has 
asked the Argentine Congress to appropriate $80,000,000 
for cruisers, submarines and hydroplanes. Important 
naval bases are to be established at Mar del Plata and 
Puerto Meserin. The proposed’ law also authorizes the 
government to acquire Argentina’s merchant marine for 
trading purpses. 


Officers and Crew of U.S.S. Schurz Commended. 


A report reciting the conduct of thé officers and men 
of the U.S.S. Schurz, which was sunk in a collision 
with the steamship Florida on June 21, has been re- 
ceived by the Navy Department from Comdr. W. B. 
Wells, U.S.N., who was in command of the vessel. He 
says the crew acted in accordance with the best tradi- 
tions of the Navy, and that the remarkably small loss 
of life was due to their courage and coolness. Five of 
the officers and seven of the crew are specifically men- 
tioned in the report. The commanding officer says the 
ship was abandoned in a rough sea shortly before dawn 
and while it was still very dark. The following officers 
were commended: Lieut. G. F. Howell, U.S.N., exeeu- 
tive officer, who, when the accident -occurred, relieved 
the officer of the deck and at once began preparations 
for abandoning ship. Lieut. A. W. Schwerin, U.S.N. 
R.F., coolly and efficiently inspected damaged compart- 
ments of the ship, made accurate reports and continued 
his efforts to find some way to save the vessel until the 
last man had left. Lieut. J. BE. Shaw, U.S.N.R.F., after 
having been painfully injured, continued his work of 
rescue for three hours. Lieut. BE. F. Rogers, U.S.N., 
showed efficiency and coolness in inspecting damaged 
compartments, savimg or destroying confidential and 
secret papers and in skilful handling of his boat. Lieut. 
Olav Johnson, U.S.N., was commended for the efficiency 
of his engineering department. The following members 
of the crew were commended: John M. Kiser, machin- 
ist’s mate, first class; James A. Donnellan, water tender; 
Fay R. Rabon, water tender; Virgil W. Dinell, quarter- 
master, first class; Claude H. Judson, boatswain’s mate, 
second class; David Sarran, seaman, and Edward C. 
Bryant, coxswain.

ORDER 39, AUG. 1, 1918, U.S.M.C. 

446. (1) By authority of the Secretary of the Navy dated 
July 27, 1918, the professional examination for permanent pro- 
motion of officers of the Marine Corps serving abroad will be 
conducted on their record, and officers so serving will not be 
required to appear in person before Examining Boards, but 
such examinations will be conducted by a Marine Examining 
Board to be convened at Marine Corps Headquarters. 

(2) Examinations for permanent promotion of other officers 
will be as now provided by law, except that the professional 
examination shall consist of (a) a practical or oral examination; 
and (b) Service Record in grade, and it shall be so conducted 
that it will be completed in not more than one day. In any 
case where the examinations in the manner above prescribed do 
not permit the Board to come to a decision as to the fitness of 
the candidate for promotion, it may preceed with such further 
examination which may be written if deemed necessary, as 
will enable the Board to definitely decide as to the candidate’s fit- 
ness for promotion. 

(3) In cases of physical disability Boards will in all instances 
proceed as now prescribed by Navy Regulations and Instruc- 
tions and Naval Courts and Boards, 

(4) This applies during the period of the present war or 
until further orders,

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Aug. 22, 1918, 

Naval Academy authorities were pleased with the action of 
the members of the last class of Reserve officers of the pay 
corps, who appropriated a balance remaining in their treasury 
to the Midshipmen’s Athletic Association. The expression of 
good feeling was much appreciated, 

Not only are the friends of the young man in Annapolis grati- 
fied to know that J. William Graham, son of Henry Graham, 
for many years chief of the watch at the Naval Academy, has 
successfully passed his examination for a commission as second 
lieutenant in the Army, but Navy officers all over the world, 
nearly all of whom know the father, will be pleased at the 
success of his son. Young Graham served on the border with 
the Machine Gun Company of the 1st Maryland Infantry, Na- 
tional Guard, an organization which has now given twenty- 
eight of its forty-four members to the commissioned ranks, with 
others in officers’ training school. He went to Camp Mce- 
Clellan, Ala., with it last September and was transferred to 
the officers’ training camp at Camp Gordon, Atlanta, where 
he has just completed his course and will receive his commis- 
sion this month.

Forty-eight soldiers were granted full naturalization papers 
in the District Court on Friday. About 100 more will be 
naturalized citizens this week.- Most of those naturalized were 
born in England, Ireland and Italy. Some, however, were 
born in the German and Austrian empires.

Mote assisted in the naturalization of 2,800 soldiers at Fort 
Riley. In this number were five colored men born in Africa, 
who were soldiers with the American Army. 

The visit of Secretary Baker to Fort Leavenworth last week 
will undoubtedly have substantial results.

The utilization 
of all military facilities at Fort Leavenworth also may develop 
from the Secretary of War's visit here, as Secretary Baker 
stated that the General Staff had under study a plan for the 
training of cfficers here to be used in connection with the 
formation of the new Army organization.

Wound Chetrons. 


V.—G.0O. 6, War D., 1918, as amended by Sec. IV, G.O. 
53, War D., 1918, is modified as. follows:

_ 8. Commanding officers of regiments, separate battalions and 
similar units, shall determine those of their command who have 
been honerably wounded in action or as the result-of an act 
of the enemy and entitled to wear the wound chevron and shall 
from time to time publish in general orders lists thereof giving 
the names, rank and organizations of the persons and the dates 
and places of action with the enemy. Commanding officers of 
brigades, divisions and higher units shall have the same au- 
thority for those of their command detailed or attached to their 
headquarters. Two copies of such orders will be forwarded 
through military channels to The Adjutant General of the 
Army; in all cases an extract will be furnished each person 
concerned; for organizations serving in the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces an extra eopy will be inclosed for file in the 
headquarters of the American Expeditionary Forces. 

Commanders of detachments not serving under commanding 
officers designated above will forward through military channels 
to The Adjutant General of the Army lists in duplicate, giving 
similar information to that required in orders mentioned above 
concerning those members of the authorized military establish- 
ment serving under their command entitled to the wound chev- 
ron; where these lists pass through the office of the commarid- 
ing general of the American Expeditionary Forces in Europe 
he is authorized to grant the right to wear the wound chevren 
to the persons concerned, and he will note his action by in- 
dorsement in forwarding the papers.

10. The right to wear the wound chevron shal! be confined to 
those who are authorized to do so by orders published as pro- 
vided in Par. 8; by letter from the commanding general, Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces. in Europe; or by letter from The 
Adjutant General of the Army. 


Handling Casuals. 

VI.—Hereafter, in order to facilitate the handling of casuals 
and to simplify the keeping of records in connection therewith, 
the following measures will be employed: 

(a) An enlisted man absent from his company or detachment 
at the time of embarkation will be dropped from such company 
or detachment and taken up on the records of the overseas 
casual camp at the port of embarkation, at which his’ company 
or detachment embarked, as unassigned in the arm, corps or 
department of which he is s member. He will retain the grade 
which he held in his company or detachment as an extra num- 
ber unless reduced by court-martial or by competent orders. 

(b) The individual records of all such absentees will be de- 
livered to the personnel adjutant of the port of embarkation, 
who will transmit them to the commanding officer of the over- 
seas casual camp. When the records of absentees are not with 
the company or detachment,- lists giving names, station and 
status of such absentees will be furnished to the personnel adju- 
tant. This list will be transmitted to the commanding officer 
of the overseas casual camp, who will inform the commanding 
officers of the organizations or stations indicated on the list 
that the men have been transferred from their original company 
or detachment to the overseas casual camp as prescribed in (a). 

(c) An enlisted man absent without leave at time of em- 
barkation of the company or detachment of which he was a 
member will be brought to trial upon reporting to the command- 
ing officer of overseas casual camp. If he fails to return within 
ten days he will be reported to The Adjutant General of the 
Army as a deserter. 

(d) The service record and other papers of a deserter will 
be forwarded to The Adjutant General of the Army with the 
report of desertion, 

(e) In individual cases where an error or injustice might 
oceur by reporting an absentee as a deserter at the end of ten 
days, the period may be extended at the discretion of the com- 
manding officer of overseas casual camp. When report is for- 
warded after such extension, the reasons for extending the time 
will be stated. 

(f) The individual equipment-of each man absent without 
leave at the departure of the organization for embarkation will, 
if practicable, be left in the hands of the reclamation officer at 
the port of embarkation for suitable and proper disposition, and 
casuals reporting at the overseas casual camp will be re-equipped 
at that point.

18, 1918, he cashed a check for $15 with the firm of Deas and 
Duke, assuring them that he had sufficient funds in the First 
National Bank of that place with which to meet the check; that 
on Feb, 18, 1918, he induced Rex Café, a business concern of 
the same city, to cash his check for $15 on the First National 
Bank, saying that he had sufficient funds in the bank to meet 
such. check when presented; that he obtained $15 on a similar 
check from the Exchange, 150th Inf., at Camp Shelby, on the 
same representation; that he indueed H. K. Wiley, of Hatties- 
burg, to cash a check on the same bank for $55, assuring him 
that he had sufficient funds in the bank te meet the check, and 
that he obtained from Swift and Company $192.13. through a 
similar proceeding., The court: found him guilty and sentenced 
him to be dismissed from the Service, to forfeit all pay and 
allowances now due or to become due, and to be confined at 
hard labor for ten years. The sentence was approved by the 
convening authority and confirmed by the President,
